To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  Municipal  Council: 

Herewith  is  presented  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  Department  of 
the  City  of  Attleboro. 

The  Department  has  done  a vast  amount  of  work  this  year  and  w^e  feel  that 
we  have  accomplished  a great  deal. 

The  fifteenth  season  of  the  Health  Camp  was  terminated  with  much  benefit 
to  the  children.  More  attention  has  been  given  to  their  physical  defects  and 
w^elfare  with  consequent  good  results. 

A great  part  of  the  success  of  the  camp  was  due  to  the  most  efficient  super- 
vision given  by  Mrs.  Lois  E.  A ilmarth. 

Our  diphtheria  prevention  clinics  were  w^ell  attended,  the  result  of  which 
is  shown  by  the  absence  of  diphtheria  in  our  city.  There  w'as  but  a single  case 
this  year,  that  being  in  South  Attleboro,  due  to  a carrier  from  out  of  State. 

During  the  mid-year,  w’e  lost  the  valuable  services  of  our  Milk  Inspector, 
Bacteriologist  and  Authorizetl  Agent,  Mr.  Ralph  O.  Brown.  It  was  wdtli  great 
regret  that  w^e  parted  with  Mr.  Brown  who  went  the  way  of  all  of  our  inspectors, 
to  a much  better  paid  job.  This  latter  item  is  one  to  wdiich  we  must  give  some 
attention  in  the  near  future  as  it  has  been  our  good  fortune  in  the  past  to  have 
some  splendid  men  who  have  been  thoroughly  acquainted  with  our  work  and  just 
ready  to  develop  and  carry  through  ne\v  ideas  for  the  department  when  along 
comes  the  call  of  the  almighty  dollar  and  away  they  go  to  a place  where  their 
value  and  knowledge  is  more  greatly  aj^preciated.  ^\'e  have,  however,  been  very 
fortunate  in  securing  Air.  George  S.  Congdon  as  our  Authorized  Agent  and 
Inspector,  he  being  a graduate  of  the  Massachusetts  State  College  and  most 
thoroughly  qualified  to  carry  on  the  job.  Mr.  Congdon  has  carried  on  some 
advanced  work  for  the  department  and  much  progress  is  being  made. 

We  have  received  splendid  cooperation  from  Dr.  F.  L.  Briggs  our  Inspector 
of  Slaughtering  and  Inspector  of  Animals.  There  were  an  unusual  number 
of  dog  bite  cases  which  received  a very  careful  check  up  by  Dr.  Briggs. 

The  routine  work  of  the  Department  was  carried  on  with  exceeding  care  and 
faithfulness. 

As  is  evidenced  by  the  report  of  our  Inspector  of  Plumbing,  Air.  Arthur  B. 
Read,  there  was  about  a twenty-five  percent  increase  in  the  amount  of  w^ork 
done  by  his  department. 

Aluch  work  has  been  done  by  our  Health  Nurse,  Aliss  Alay  E.  AIcAIahon  in 
canvassing  houses  for  children  for  the  diphtheria  prevention  clinic,  also  visiting 
tuberculosis  cases  and  contacts,  arranging  x-rays  Jor  those  needing  them,  also 
on  the  contagious  disease  work,  school  visits,  cooperating  with  Dr.  J.  W.  Batter- 
shall  and  Airs,  ^^'endell  of  the  School  Department. 

\\  e feel  that  our  records  of  contagious  diseases  and  accuracy  of  death  re- 
ports and  all  office  routine  work  is  most  efficiently  done  by  Airs.  Alildred  H. 
Shaw  who  is  increasingly  endeavoring  to  keep  the  records  of  our  department 
in  excellent  condition. 

We  have  made  an  earnest  effort  to  have  the  citizens  of  Attleboro  make  use 
of  the  City  Dump  located  on  Bishop  Street  and  not  dump  rubbish  and  unsightly 
material  at  random  throughout  the  city. 

1 desire  to  recommend  an  increase  in  the  salaries  of  our  Clerk  and  our  In- 
spector.

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ATTLEBORO  HEALTH  CAMP— 1937 


Camp  opened  again  this  summer  for  a period  of  six  weeks  with  38  girls 
attending. 


The  daily  schedule  was  follows: 

Up  at  7:15 

7:15-  8:00  Showers,  dress,  air  beds,  flag  raising. 

8 :00-  8 :30  Breakfast 

8:30-  9:00  Beds  made,  things  in  order. 

9:00-  9:30  Free  play. 

9:30-10:30  Classes,  handcraft  and  dramatics. 

10:30-10:45  Milk  served. 

10:45-11:50  Free  play  and  posture  classes. 

1 1 :50-12 :20  Rest  period. 

12:20-12:30  Wash  for  dinner. 

12:30-  1:00  Dinner. 

1:00-  3:15  Rest  period  (everyone  expected  to  sleep). 

3:15-  3:30  Milk  served. 

3:30-  5:20  Swimming  classes,  free  play  or  handcraft. 

5:20-  5:50  Rest  period. 

5:50-  6:00  Wash  for  supper. 

6:00-  6:30  Supper. 

6:45  Flag  Lowering. 

7:00-  7:50  Evening  program  (plays,  campfires,  parties,  etc.) 
7:50  Get  ready  for  bed. 

8:10-  8:30  Reading  to  campers  by  a counselor. 

8:30  Ready  for  sleep. 


This  schedule  is  arranged  to  giVe  the  children  selected  for  camp  the  funda- 
mental conditions  necessary  to  promote  improvement  in  health.  They  are: 
well  balanced  meals,  long  hours  of  sleep  and  rest,  fresh  air  and  sunshine,  daily 
teaching  of  corrective  posture  to  improve  body  mechanics,  activity  of  the  amount 
which  does  not  interfere  with  body  building,  as  indicated  by  steady,  moderate 
gain  in  weight. 

The  activity  is  planned  for  the  campers  enjoyment.  Swimming,  folk 
dancing,  dramatics,  parties,  special  entertainments,  camp-fires,  many  kinds  of 
handcrafts  keep  the  children  happily  occupied. 

They  also  have  free  access  to  the  many  good  books  in  the  little  library  ar- 
ranged this  year  in  the  recreation  building. 

The  ages  of  the  girls  ranged  from  7 to  14  years.  The  average  age  was 
9 years. 

The  average  gain  in  weight  was  5 lbs.  2 oz. 

There  were  many  intangible  gains  also  both  physical  and  mental. 

Children  are  encouraged ''to  show  good  camp  spirit  which  is  embodied  in 
the  Camp  Motto:  “Be  loyal — Be  friendly — Be  cheerful — Enter  into  games — 
Help  each  other — Be  a good  sport.” 

Four  counselors,  each  trained  for  their  particular  part  in  the  camp  program, 
were  very  efficient  and  conscientious  in  their  work. 

The  Sunday  before  camp  closed  an  exhibition  was  held  to  show  all  interested 
some  of  the  work  accomplished  in  busy  hours. 

On  the  last  day  plays  which  the  different  groups  had  learned  and  given  to 
entertain  each  other  during  camp  were  repeated  for  parents  and  friends. 

Pictures  were  taken  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  camp  to  show  improvement 
in  posture.  Awards  were  made  at  the  closing  entertainment  to  those  making 
the  greatest  improvement  in  posture  and  also  to  those  who  most  consistently 
showed  good  “camp  spirit.”

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REPORT  OF  MILK  INSPECTOR,  BACTERIOLOGIST,  AND 
AUTHORIZED  AGENT 


December  31,  1937

Dear  Dr.  Kent: 

The  following  report  is  a record  of  my  activities  as  Milk  Inspector,  Bac- 
teriologist, and  Authorized  Agent  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  period 
between  Sept.  10,  1937  and  Dec.  31,  1937. 

The  largest  part  of  my  time  has  been  utilized  in  making  periodic  inspections 
of  the  more  than  200  dairy  farms  and  milk  plants  which  are  directly  under  the 
supervision  of  this  department.  Both  dairy  farms  and  milk  plants  have  been 
regularly  visited  and  the  supplies  of  milk  of  all  dairies  have  beer  tested  at  fre- 
quent intervals. 

I have  received  splendid  cooperation  from  the  milk  dealers  supplying  the 
city  of  Attleboro  and  feel  that  they  are  attempting  to  place  on  the  market  as 
high  a quality  of  milk  as  possible. 

Although  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  dairy  farms  supplying  Attleboro 
has  been  found  to  be  very  good,  there  have  been  a few  instances  where  the  in- 
spector has  deemed  it  necessary  to  warn  the  producers  about  minor  violations  of 
the  law  and  about  careless  methods  in  handling  the  milk.  No  violations  serious 
enough  to  warrant  prosecution  have  been  found.  I believe  that  each  year  dairy 
farmers  are  becoming  more  cognizant  of  the  value  of  producing  milk  under 
sanitary  conditions.  All  farms  supplying  the  city  with  milk  are  equipped  with 
sanitary  milk  rooms,  facilities  for  sterilizing  equipment  and  for  the  rapid  cooling 
of  milk,  these  conditions  being  the  result  of  our  present  system  of  public  health 
and  sanitary  education.  With  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  milk  producers 
we  may  expect  to  be  constantly  improving  the  qualities  of  our  milk  supply. 

The  State  Department  of  Agriculture  has  cooperated  with  us  in  the  inspection 
of  those  dairy  farms  which  are  located  at  too  great  a distance  for  it  to  be  practical 
for  us  to  personally  inspect. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  contagious  diseases  traceable  to  the  milk  supply 
as  their  source  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report. 

The  figures  compiled  by  me  indicate  that  approximately  80.5%  of  the  milk 
consumed  in  the  city  is  pasteurized,  a gain  of  approximately  5.0%  over  the  figures 
for  the  year  1936.  I feel  that  with  the  continued  education  of  the  public  to  the 
values  of  pasteurization,  we  will  soon  be  able  to  report  that  the  entire  supply 
of  the  city  is  pasteurized. 

Public  health  nuisances  have  occupied  part  of  my  time,  ranging  from  un- 
sanitary premises  and  overflowing  cesspools,  to  the  ever  bothersome  problem  of 
the  numerous  unsanitary  and  unsightly  dumps  to  be  found  in  the  city.  With  the 
aid  of  labor  supplied  by  the  welfare  department  several  of  these  “nuisance” 
dumps  have  been  cleaned  up  and  graded.  However,  there  still  remains  a small 
portion  of  the  people  who  refuse  to  utilize  the  territory  off  Pishop  Street  which 
has  been  designated  as  a city  dumping  ground,  and  continue  to  dump  rubbish 
along  our  highways.  Due  to  the  prevalence  of  this  practice  severe  action  will 
have  to  be  taken  if  we  expect  to  eliminate  this  nuisknce  problem. 

In  addition  to  testing  the  milk  and  dairy  products  supply  of  the  city  the 
laboratory  facilities  have  been  used  for  the  routine  testing  of  the  city  water 
supply  and  of  those  private  water  supplies  in  the  city  which  have  been  brought 
to  our  attention.  At  the  present  time  we  do  not  have  the  laboratory  facilities 
for  a complete  chemical  analysis  of  drinking  water,  accordingly  the  analytical 
work  has  been  mostly  bacteriological.  We  have  received  excellent  cooperation 
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from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  so  I believe  there  is  no  immediate 
necessity  of  obtaining  such  equipment. 

In  accordance  with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  ordinance  of 
Feb.,  1937,  I have  cooperated  with  the  city  Public  Works  Department  in  enforc- 
ing the  regulations  pertaining  to  any  physical  cross  connections  existing  between 
the  public  drinking  water  supply  and  private  water  supplies  used  for  industrial 
work  or  for  fire  protection,  in  all  instances  where  such  cross  connections  exist, 
provided  that  the  private  water  supply  cannot  be  approved  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  either  the  cross  connections  must  be  eliminated  or  the  public 
water  supply  must  be  protected  from  any  possibility  of  contamination,  through 
the  use  of  a system  of  double  date  and  check  valves,  of  a type  which  the  State 
Health  Department  has  approved. 

The  regulation  has  mostly  effected  the  manufacturers  of  the  city,  and  in 
some  instances  has  resulted  in  considerable  expense  to  them.  We  appreciate  the 
cooperative  spirit  with  which  they  have  received  the  measure. 

During  the  year  1938  we  plan  to  allot  extra  time  to  the  inspection  and 
enforcement  of  the  regulations  pertaining  to  restaurants,  bakeries,  and  food 
handling  establishments  in  the  city  of  Attleboro.  I believe  that  certain  of  our 
eating  establihsments  in  the  city  are  somewhat  lax  in  so  far  as  sanitary  precau- 
tions are  concerned,  especially  in  the  matter  of  adequate  sterilization  of  glasses 
and  of  dishes.  Although  we  have  had  no  serious  known  epidemics  traceable  to 
eating  establishments,  there  is  alw^ays  the  inherent  danger  of  the  spread  of  in- 
fectious diseases  through  this  agency.  1 believe  that  serious  thought  should  be 
given  to  the  formation  of  more  rigid  laws,  and  enforcement  of  them,  in  regards  to 
the  washing  and  sterilization  of  all  glasses,  dishes,  and  eating  utensils  which  are 
used  in  public  eating  places.  Many  cities  have  deemed  it  necessary  to  require 
that  all  eating  and  drinking  establishments  use  only  single  service,  paper  dishes 
and  cups. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  with  appreciation  the  splendid  cooperation  I have 
received  from  my  fellow^  members  of  the  Health  Department  and  all  others  who 
have  rendered  assistance.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  NURSE 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1937. 

Prevention  of  diseases  and  health  instruction  are  important  functions  of  the 
Health  Department. 

Tuberculosis  clinics  are  held  at  Sturdy  Hospital  every  Wednesday  from 
4-5  P.  M.  All  diagnosed  tuberculosis  cases  are  reported  to  this  department, 
and  all  active,  contact,  suspicious  and  arrested  cases  are  under  our  supervision. 

Tuberculosis  is  a communicable  disease  of  importance  because  of  its  invet- 
erate character  and  its  effects  upon  children  and  young  adults.  An  arrangement 
with  Dr.  Smith  of  the  Bristol  County  Hospital  has  made  it  possible  for  the  depart- 
ment to  have  patients  x-rayed  at  Bristol  County  Hospital.  Practically  all  active 
cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  have  been  hospitalized  and  x-rayed.  X-ray  has 
been  advised  for  the  entire  family  where  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  have 
been  reported. 

We  have  had  more  contagious  diseases  reported  this  past  year  than  for 
several  years.  A decided  increase  in  scarlet  fever  cases  and  a more  virulent  form 
of  scarlet  fever.  We  have  had  a total  number  of  one  hundred  twenty-four 
scarlet  fever  cases.  The  homes  have  been  quarantined  and  mothers  instructed 
in  the  technique  of  home  care  to  prevent  the  spread  of  further  disease.  All  cases 
under  quarantine  were  kept  under  close  supervision  and  all  positive  contacts 
were  excluded  from  school. 

Assisting  Dr.  Battershall  and  Mrs.  Wendell  we  have  examined  over  four 
thousand  pupils  exposed  to  scarlet  fever. 

A thorough  house-to-house  canvass  of  the  whole  city  has  been  carried  out 
as  a part  of  our  diphtheria  prevention  program.  Diphtheria  prevention  clinics 
were  held  at  Sturdy  Hospital  each  Saturdaj"  morning,  during  October  and  Novem- 
ber. Also  at  Finberg  and  Washington  Street  Schools  during  October  at  which 
Dr.  Battershall  and  Airs.  Wendell  assisted. 
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Transportation  to  and  from  clinics  was  provided  for  mothers  and  children. 
We  have  had  just  one  case  of  diphtheria  reported;  free  from  clinical  symptoms, 
this  child  proved  to  be  a diphtheria  carrier. 

Vaccination  clinics  were  held  at  Sturdy  Hospital  during  September  for 
those  children  whose  families  were  financially  unable  to  afford  a private  physician , 
those  children  were  vaccinated  by  Dr.  Battershall. 

Attleboro  Health  Camp  finished  its  loth  year  of  service  this  third  season 
as  a girls’  camp.  The  object  of  the  health  camp  may  be  summarized  as  an  effort 
to  select  a group  of  thirty-eight  children  most  in  need  of  camp  treatment. 

The  selection  of  children  has  been  based  entirely  upon  those  as  definitely 
under  weight  and  under  nourished  as  compared  with  the  standard  weight  for 
normal  children.  Physical  defects  such  as  defective  teeth  and  diseased  tonsils 
are  cared  for  in  the  spring  to  enable  the  children  to  gain  the  benefits  of  camp  life 
unhampered  by  these  retardments  to  healthy  and  happy  childhood.  Twelve 
girls  had  tonsils  and  adenoids  removed,  eighteen  had  dental  defects  corrected. 
Grateful  acknowledgment  is  expressed  to  local  physicians  and  dentists  who  make 
this  work  possible.  Thanks  to  the  Lions  Club  these  girls  also  were  given  a year’s 
membership  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  with  appreciation  the  splendid  cooperation  of  the 
school  physician,  the  school  nurse.  District  Nurses,  Family  Welfare  Association, 
Board  of  Public  vVelfare,  Lions  Club,  Doctors  Club  and  Superintendent  of  Sturdy 


Memorial  Hospital.

Dear  Dr.  Kent: 

We  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Dentists  and  Dental  Hygienist  for 
the  months  of  September,  October,  November  and  December. 

The  policy  of  the  dental  clinic  is  the  one. used  by  Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary 
in  Boston  which  is  approved  and  recommended  by  leading  dental  authorities. 
It  is  a policy  of  prevention.  Dental  repair  work  is  done  only  for  pupils  in  the 
first  three  grades  whose  parents  cannot  have  the  worK  done  by  the  family  dentist. 
Toothaches  may  be  given  emergency  treatment  for  all  pupils. 

In  October  and  November  a very  thorough  survey  was  made  in  the  eight 
grades  all  over  the  city  and  the  junior  class  in  the  High  School.  The  examination 
was  made  by  the  dentists  with  the  hygienist  assisting.  The  statistics  following 
will  show  the  extent  of  the  work  necessary.  Notices  were  sent  home  notifying 
the  parents  of  existing  dental  defects.  The  pupils  not  eligible  for  dental  work  at 
the  clinic  were  advised  to  go  to  their  family  dentist  and  when  the  work  is  com- 
pleted to  his  satisfaction,  we  have  asked  that  he  send  a note  or  certificate  advising 
us  that  all  dental  work  necessary  at  the  time  has  been  done.  We  appreciate 
these  notes  for  they  are  the  only  means  we  have  of  checking  on  the  pupils  who 
do  visit  their  dentist. 

The  Dentists  work  in  the  morning  at  the  Bliss  School.  Pupils  who  are 
eligible  for  work  in  the  clinic  are  sent  from  the  various  schools  to  him.  These 
pupils  have  all  nece.ssary  work  taken  care  of.  This  may  be  fillings  or  extractions 
of  the  temporary  teeth  or  of  the  permanent  ones.  The  four  sixth  year  molars, 
two  on  the  upper  and  two  on  the  lower  jaw  are  the  teeth  around  which  preventive 
dentistry  is  based.  These  teeth  erupt  without  the  loss  of  a baby  tooth  at  the  age 
of  from  five  to  seven  years  and  are  often  thought  by  parents  to  be  first  teeth. 
It  is  necessary  that  these  teeth  be  retained  in  a healthy  condition  in  order  to 
provide  chewing  surface  for  the  child  while  the  first  teeth  are  lost  and  the  second 
ones  are  erupting.  These  teeth  must  be  kept  in  good  condition  also  in  order  that 
all  the  second  teeth,  thirty-two  of  them,  will  be  in  proper  relationship  to  one  an- 
other. 

It  is  quite  alarming  the  number  of  these  teeth  in  the  first  three  grades  that 
are  beyond  repair.  The  lack  of  care  of  these  teeth  in  the  past  was  noticeable  in 
the  upper  grades  where  a large  number  of  second  teeth  have  been  lost  or  were 
found  beyond  repair.  Therefore,  the  preservation  of  these  sixth  year  molars 
is  our  aim  in  the  work  of  the  clinic.  The  duties  of  the  Dental  Hygienist  are  many. 
She  assists  the  dentist  in  all  operations,  charts  the  mouths,  send  home  notices, 
follow-up  these  notices  with  calls  in  the  classrooms,  and  keeps  the  records  of 
the  clinic.  The  education  of  the  pupils  in  the  care  of  the  mouth,  the  correct 
foods  and  regular  visits  to  the  dentist  is  her  real  purpose.  This  is  the  part  of  her 
work  that  will  tend  to  eliminate  the  necessity  of  such  extensive  work  in  the  future. 
Instructions  thus  far  have  been  limited  due  to  the  time  necessary  to  organize 
the  clinic.  Talks  have  been  given  in  some  grades  on  the  necessity  of  visiting  the 
dentist,  the  care  of  the  mouth  and  the  proper  type  of  brush  to  use.  In  connection 
with  this  eleven  hundred  toothbrushes  were  sold. 

We  wish  to  thank  at  this  time.  Dr.  Walter  Briggs,  Mr.  Joseph  Finberg, 
Mr.  Lewis  Fales,  Mrs.  Wendell,  the  principals  and  teachers  for  their  very  helpful 
cooperation.

To  the  Honorable  IMayor  and  Municipal  Council: 

I herewith  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  as  Dog  Officer  for  the  year  1937 . 

During  that  period  I have  travelled  3373  miles  as  Dog  Officer  and  have 
occupied  1087  hours  in  that  pursuit.  I have  been  called  upon  to  destroy  106 
dogs,  owners  unknown,  within  the  city  limits. 

The  City  Clerk  presented  me  with  a list  of  491  delinquent  Dog  Tax  Payers, 
of  thes8  I found  it  necessary  to  prosecute  7 owners,  who  failed  to  comply  with  the 
Chapter  relating  to  dogs. 

There  are  at  present  1432  Dog  Licenses  in  the  city  exclusive  of  Kennel 
Licenses. 

The  appropriation  of  $800.00  during  1937  for  this  work  proved  inadequate 
and  I had  to  work  without  either  compensation  or  expense  money  from  Sept.  1 
to  this  date.  In  view  of  this  I respectfully  recommend  that  the  appropriation 
for  this  wmrk  be  increased  by  $100.00  for  the  year  1938.

FIRE  LOSS 

The  fire  loss  during  the  year  1937  has  been  much  greater  than  previous 
years,  amounting  to  $101,619.01.  The  greater  part  of  this  loss  was  caused  by 
the  Charpentier  Lumber  Yard  fire  at  the  state  line. 

With  an  assessed  valuation  of  $35,000.00  on  buildings  and  contents, 
$83,383 .62  was  paid  on  partial  loss.  This  was  the  one  bad  fire  of  the  year. 


IMPROVEMENTS 

A new  steel  boat  was  presented  to  the  Department  by  the  Attleboro  Rotaiy 
Club.  This  boat  is  now  in  commission  and  is  ready  at  a minutes  notice  to  answer 
in  case  of  drowning  accidents. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  heater  now  in  use  in  the  South  MaiirStreet  Station  is  in  very  bad  condi- 
tion and  should  be  replaced. 

We  again  recommend  a new  piece  of  apparatus  for  South  Attleboro. 

The  apparatus  now  in  use  in  Hebronville  was  bought  in  1913  and  must  be 
replaced  as  soon  as  possible. 

Y'e  also  recommend  16  new  fire  alarm  boxes  as  it  has  been  a number  of 
years  since  the  City  has  purchased  a new  fire  alarm  box  and  there  is  a number  of 
places  in  the  City  where  they  are  badly  needed. 

We  recommend  the  purchase  of  a portable  lighting  plant  for  night  fires. 
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We  feel  that  an  injustice  has  been  done  the  Chief  of  the  Department,  also 
the  Assistant  Chief  and  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm,  and  recommend  their 
pay  be  restored. 

The  Fire  Department  is  away  undermanned  especially  South  Attleboro 
and  we  again  recommend  the  addition  of  6 permanent  men.

Gentlemen : 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm  for 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1937. 

The  Gamewell  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  System  is  in  use  and  consists  of  the 
following  equipment; 


One  steam  whistle  and  equipment  in  storage — Union  Street.  One  air  whistle 
and  equipment — Central  Station.  One  Excelsior  Time  and  Date  Stamp,  three 
punch  registers,  two  indicators,  one  tower  bell  and  striking  equipment,  one 
tower  bell  strikers,  14  tappers  and  gongs  in  homes  and  offices  of  the  members  of 
the  department  and  a total  of  119  fire  alarm  boxes,  7 of  which  are  privately  owned 
and  are  located  as  follows:

Located  in  Fire  Alarm  Headquarters  are  the  following:  One  twelve  circuit 

storage  battery  switchboard,  one  twelve  circuit  protector  board,  one  ten  circuit 
repeater,  266  cells  of  storage  battery,  one  1^  Iv.  W.  generator  set  (gasoline), 
one  rotary  converter  set,  twelve  low  rate  rectifiers  and  supervisory  relays,  one 
punch  register,  and  Peerless  take-up  reel.  Tools,  truck  and  equipment  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  system  are  located  in  the  building  in  the  rear  of  the ‘Fire 
Station . 
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\^  e wish  at  this  time  to  call  your  attention  to  condition  of  the  existing  Fire 
Alarm  System  of  the  City  of  Attleboro  and  to  compare  it  to  those  of  other  cities 
and  towns  of  like  size  throughout  the  nation,  the  majority  of  whom  have  kept 
pace  with  the  growth  of  their  respective  cities  and  towns.  Many  of  them  have 
taken  advantage  of  Federal  Funds  and  thru  PWA  and  other  government  depart- 
ments have  modernized  and  rebuilt  their  entire  systems  and  brought  them  up  to 
the  highest  point  of  possible  efficiency. 

The  total  number  of  119  boxes  in  our  system  is  not  half  enough  to  properly 
protect  the  very  large  area  of  the  city.  Many  of  these  boxes  are  of  the  old 
obsolete  type  and  should  be  replaced  in  the  near  future.  I would  now  like  to 
cite  as  an  example,  the  action  of  hundreds  of  large  industrial  plants  in  the  country 
who  have  found  by  actual  experience  that  the  installation  of  a sufficient  number 
of  fire  alarm  boxes  in  their  systems  has  held  their  fire  losses  down  to  a minimum 
and  greatly  increased  the  efficiency  of  their  fire  departments.  Several  large 
plants  in  New  England  alone  have  more  boxes  in  their  system  than  the  city  of 
Attleboro. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Office,  which  is  the  heart  of  the  whole  system  is  located  in 
the  Union  Street  Fire  Station  which  is  by  no  means  of  a fire-proof  or  fire  resisting 
building.  This  location  of  the  office  certainly  does  not  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  laws  governing  the  matter.  The  adopted  practice  of  the  country 
is  to  place  the  Fire  Alarm  Office  in  a fire-proof  building  entirely  separate  from  any 
thing  else  therebj"  eliminating  the  danger  of  damage  to  the  office  and  equipment 
by  fire  in  surrounding  structures. 

The  speed  of  our  alarm  s}’stem  is  timed  very  slow  and  now  that  many  of 
our  outside  signals  are  no  longer  in  use  (these  signals  could  not  operate  faster 
than  2^  second  time)  it  would  be  very  good  proceedure  to  increase  our  present 
time  from  2|  second  to  f second,  this,  being  the  fastest  time  that  our  repeater 
will  successfully  handle,  ^^  ith  the  system  speeded  up  to  f second  time,  it  would 
then  be  possible  for  the  department  to  receive  an  alarm  of  fire  and  be  on  its  way 
to  the  location  before  the  outside  whistle  would  be  sounded  and  aids  the  depart- 
ment in  reaching  the  scene  of  fire  before  it  has  reached  a large  size. 

]\Ieans  of  transmitting  a box  alarm  of  fire  and  special  signals  should  be 
secured  and  installed,  namely  a JNIanual  Transmitter.  This  is  a very  valuable 
instrument  in  the  proper  handling  of  alarms  in  a fire  department.  hen  a 
fire  department  operator  receives  an  alarm  of  fire  by  telephone,  he  immediately 
sets  up  the  number  of  the  fire  alarm  box  nearest  the  scene  of  fire  and  the  call  is 
then  received  by  the  various  companies  as  a regular  box  alarm,  thereby  insuring 
the  correct  reception  of  the  call  by  the  firemen  and  eliminating  the  possibility 
of  incorrect  location  which  frequently  happens  on  a telephone  call. 

The  department  is  now  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  being  able  to  communicate 
from  the  scene  of  a fire  back  to  headquarters  and  at  this  time  I recommend  that 
consideration  be  given  to  the  purchasing  of  a standard  talking  and  loud  speaking 
system  which  upon  installation,  would  connect  all  engine  houses  and  would  make  a 
communication  station  of  every  fire  alarm  box  in  our  system.  The  advantages  of 
this  type  of  system  are  untold.  When  situations  arise  such  as  a fire  in  South  Attle- 
boro or  the  Hebron ville  district  all  calls  for  help  or  other  necessities  have  to  be 
made  thru  the  Pawtucket  telephone  exchange,  these  calls  are  all  made  with  an  extra 
charge  to  the  department.  Attleboro  has  a very  unusual  set-up  regarding  tele- 
phone service.  All  calls  made  below  Read  Street  have  to  be  handled  thru  the 
Pawtucket  Exchange  and  the  same  applies  to  parts  of  the  Hebronville  district. 
This  is  a great  handicap  to  the  department  and  means  a great  loss  of  time  during 
emergencies.  At  the  recent  lumber-yard  fire  in  South  Attlebro,  the  need  of  the 
department  having  its  own  means  of  direct  communication  was  brought  to  the 
front  in  more  than  one  way.  A fire  alarm  box  is  located  directly  opposite  the 
scene  of  the  fire  and  if  the  system  described  above  had  been  in  existence,  two  way 
communication  would  have  been  possible  between  headquarters  and  the  fire. 
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Most  towns  and  cities  have  some  means  of  designating  the  location  of  their 
fire  alarm  boxes  during  the  night  hours,  usually  of  the  use  of  colored  lamps 
suspended  on  the  fixture  directly  over  the  box.  This  is  of  great  assistance  to  the 
public  who  may  be  called  upon  to  turn  in  an  alarm  during  the  night,  especially 
to  those  who  may  not  be  acquainted  with  the  location  of  the  nearest  box  in  which 
the  fire  is  discovered.  We  have  had  in  past  instances  cases  of  citizens  traveling 
two  or  three  miles  to  sound  an  alarm  at  night  and  in  so  doing  have  gone  right  by 
other  boxes  nearer  to  the  fire  because  of  the  lack  of  proper  lights  on  the  boxes. 
This  method  of  marking  boxes  should  be  followed  in  this  city. 

In  concluding  the  comparison  of  our  system  with  that  of  other  cities,  it 
can  very  plainly  be  seen  that  our  present  system  most  certainly  requires  a com- 
plete overhauling,  the  construction  of  additional  circuits  and  the  purchase  of 
modern  equipment.  During  the  past  few  years,  all  of  our  outside  lines  have  been 
completely  gone  over,  new  wire  and  cable  being  installed  and  all  weak  spots 
eliminated.  The  present  lines  are  therefore  now  in  first  class  condition  but  the 
total  number  of  circuits  now  in  use  are  not  numerous  enough  to  properly  operate 
the  system.  Even  now,  thru  the  good  will  of  the  telephone  company,  we  are 
using  three  pairs  of  their  conductors  to  carry  necessary  circuits  between  the 
Union  Street  Station  and  the  Central  Station.  This  being  done  because  of  our 
not  having  enough  spare  wires  between  the  two  stations.  All  of  our  boxes, 
sound  and  registering  instruments  are  all  connected  on  the  one  circuit  in  the  area 
and  to  state  otherwise,  “All  the  eggs  are  being  carried  in  one  basket”.  If  a 
circuit  for  some  accidental  reason  goes  bad,  every  thing  connected  thereon  is 
out  of  service.  The  code  by  'which  our  operations  are  governed  demands  that 
circuits  be  supplied  to  take  care  of  the  different  types  of  instruments  and  boxes, 
namely,  box  circuits  with  nothing  connected  on  them  but  boxes,  fast  and  slow 
time  circuits  and  circuits  for  voice  communication. 

Some  action  should  be  taken  in  the  near  future  and  steps  taken  to  rebuild 
and  expand  our  system  because  if  this  is  not  done  the  City  of  Attleboro  will 
find  itself  in  a position  comparative  to  that  of  one  of  our  neighboring  Rhode 
Island  cities  where  the  same  thing  was  allowed  to  exist  and  recently  they  were 
forced  to  expend  an  enormous  sum  of  money  to  bring  their  signaling  system  up  to 
date.  The  above  are  plain  every  day  facts  which  have  been  found  in  all  sections 
of  the  country. 

In  our  budget  reqwest  for  the  year  1938  we  have  asked  for  an  appropriation 
in  the  sum  of  S6,613.10  to  be  applied  to  the  following:  purchase  and  installation 
of  18  new  fire  alarm  boxes,  the  construction  of  the  necessary  lines  to  connect 
them,  a ditch  pump  and  for  general  maintenance  of  the  system.  The  above  all 
being  itemized  on  the  budget  sheet. 

During  the  past  year  of  1937  this  department  has  been  occupied  with  the 
usual  routine  work,  such  as  storm  damage,  damage  to  poles  from  autos  and  trucks, 
renewing  old  line,  transfers  of  boxes  brought  about  by  the  ulitity  companies 
erecting  new  poles  and  painting  of  our  outside  equipment.  Considerable  damage 
was  done  to  our  outside  plant  last  year  by  the  improper  operation  of  motor 
vehicles.  The  city  has  not  been  remunerated  in  any  case  for  damage  done  and  I 
think  some  practical  method  of  obtaining  payment  of  damage  done  to  its  property 
should  be  worked  out  in  the  future.  A new  power  winch  has  been  installed  on 
the  maintenance  truck  and  has  proven  a wonderful  aid  in  many  instances.  The 
rectifiers  and  new  type  batteries  installed  a year  ago  are  in  excellent  order  and 
have  proved  to  be  very  efficient  in  their  operation.  During  this  year  we  are 
planning  to  renew  the  wood  battery  rack  shelves  which  are  about  22  years  old 
and  from  their  general  appearance  have  seen  a better  day.  Because  of  the 
entire  electrification  of  the  South  Attleboro  Pumping  Station  and  the  loss  of  the 
use  of  their  high  pressure  steam  service  our  whistle  location  had  to  be  abandoned. 
The  whistle  and  control  equipment  have  been  dismantled  and  are  now  in  storage 
in  the  rear  of  the  Union  Street  Station.  A 6-inch  turtle  gong  has  been  installed 
in  the  Pumping  Station  to  notify  the  engineer  of  an  alarm  of  fire.  A new  private- 
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ly  owned  ^Master  Fire  Alarm  box,  No.  452,  was  installed  during  the  past  year  in 
the  property  of  Mr.  S.  M.  Stone  on  South  Main  Street.  This  box  supervises 
the  automatic  sprinkler  control  in  a group  of  three  buildings,  the  J.  E.  Blake 
Building,  the  C.  H.  Eden  Building  and  the  Electric  Chain  Building. 

In  July,  1937,  the  city  solicitor  found  that  the  present  members  of  the 
Electrical  Branch  of  the  Fire  Department  were  not  under  the  same  pension  rights 
as  the  other  members  of  the  department.  The  reason  for  this  was  that  in  1923 
a law  was  passed  placing  the  then  members  of  this  branch  in  name  and  not 
position  under  the  same  law  as  the  other  members  of  the  department.  In  order 
to  properly  protect  ourselves  and  families  we  were  forced  to  join  the  contributary 
retirement  fund  thereby  having  a percentage  of  our  wages  deducted  each  week. 

Regarding  the  matter  of  salary  adjustments,  I trust  that  some  consideration 
may  be  given  toward  the  placing  of  the  Superintendent’s  salary  back  to  the  original 
sum  of  $2,190.00  per  year  as  of  previous  record.  As  a matter  of  comparison  in 
this  line  of  work  the  regular  ground  man  or  3rd  class  lineman  receives  as  much  and 
in  some  instances  more  money  working  for  the  telephone  and  light  companies 
than  the  Superintendent  in  this  department.  In  order  to  protect  our  families 
properly  we  have  to  be  heavily  insured  and  because  of  the  nature  of  our  wotk, 
we  cannot  obtain  standard  insurance,  having  to  be  placed  in  a special  class  and 
pay  much  higher  rates. 

In  conclusion  of  my  report  for  the  year  1937,  I trust  that  my  analysis  of  the 
condition  of  the  present  fire  alarm  system  will  be  accepted  as  written  by  me  for 
the  reason  that  conditions  are  exactly  as  enumerated  above  and  should  certainly 
be  brought  to  light  and  steps  taken  to  eliminate  at  least  a few  of  the  poorer 
conditions  as  cited.  I wish  at  this  time,  to  sincerely  extend  my  thanks  to  the 
entire  department.  Board  of  Fire  Engineers,  officers  and  men  for  their  co-operation 
and  assistance  to  the  Electrical  Branch  of  the  Department  during  the  past  year 
of  1937.

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These  sheets  show  in  detail  the  cost  of  extending  our  Fire  Alarm  circuits 
and  installation  of  new  Fire  Alarm  boxes.  Many  of  these  boxes  have  been 
previously  petitioned  for  by  residents  in  each  of  the  various  locations.  The 
prices  and  costs  are  based  on  quotations  of  prevailing  prices  of  January  tenth, 
1938,  and  are  somewhat  higher  than  prices  of  the  same  material  of  January,  1937. 

The  figures  for  Fire  Alarm  Maintenance  are  slightly  higher  than  the  prices 
of  January,  1937,  because  of  the  following  needs  of  this  department,  namely: 

Item  No.  1.  One  Excelsior  Punch  register  to  be  installed  in  the  Hebron- 
ville  Fire  Station.  This  instrument  is  used  to  record  the  number  of  the  fire 
alarm  boxes  being  used.  The  old  indicator  in  use  in  this  station  is  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  45  years  old,  being  one  of  the  first  recording  instruments  to  be  placed 
in  use  in  the  Attleboro  Fire  Alarm  System  and  it  has  now  reached  the  absolute 
stage  where  repair  parts  can  no  longer  be  obtained.  The  National  Board  of 
lure  Underwriters  no  longer  give  credit  for  this  type  of  instrument  for  the  purpose 
of  recording  alarms  of  fire  over  the  system  and  furthermore  strongly  recommend 
they  they  should  not  be  used  because  of  the  reason  that  they  are  not  reliable 
and  in  no  way  can  compare  with  the  modern  punch  register  both  in  accuracy 
and  speed  in  receiving  alarm  signals.  This  station  is  the  only  one  in  the  city  not 
equipped  with  a register.  The  ^ost  of  the  register  is  $175.00. 

Item  No.  2.  Barton  Utility  Ditch  Pump  to  be  mounted  on  the  present  fire 
alarm  maintenance  truck  for  the  j)urpose  of  clearing  the  water  from  manholes 
when  it  is  necessary  to  work  in  them.  It  is  the  t\^pe  of  pump  in  every  day  use  by 
the  utilities  for  this  purpose.  The  idea  of  being  able  to  clear  the  water  from  the 
manholes  thru  the  use  oi  this  pump  is  a large  factor  in  the  continued  continuity 
of  fire  alarm  service  in  time  of  trouble.  The' regular  fire  department  pumps 
cannot  be  used  for  this  type  of  work.  Fully  90%  of  the  manholes  in  the  city  in 
which  our  cables  are  placed  are  half  full  of  water  at  all  times  of  the  year.  In 
citing  a case  of  need  for  this  jiump,  I recall  having  a cable  go  bad  on  Washington 
Street  in  a very  deep  manhole  where  the  water  was  eight  or  nine  feet  deep.  This 
break  occurred  about  four  o’clock  in  the  morning  and  we  had  to  ask  help  of  the 
Telejihone  Com])any  in  aiding  us  get  the  hole  clear  of  water.  The  company 
responded  from  Providence  with  a truck  equipped  with  one  of  these  units,  the 
hole  being  cleared  out  in  no  time  and  the  necessary  repairs  made.  The  cable 
break  in  this  location  severed  the  fire  alarm  service  for  the  whole  South  end  for  a 
period  of  4 to  5 hours  which  loss  of  time  could  have  been  overcome  if  we  were 
equipped  with  the  necessary  equi})rnent  and  the  whole  job  completed  in  an  hour’s 
time.  A pump  of  this  ty])e  would  also  be  of  great  assistance  in  time  of  flood  in 
getting  water  pumped  out  of  cellars  of  residents  where  sickness  might  prevail. 
This  pump  is  known  as  A B-IA  type  with  2f  inch  discharge  and  3 inch  suction. 
It  will  pump  400  gallons  of  water  per  minute  with  a 5 feet  head  at  an  engine  speed 
of  1000  R.  Ik  M.  The  cost  of  the  pump  is  $200.00. 

Item  No.  3.  Fire  Alarm  Pedestals,  these  pedestals  are  used  on  the  under- 
ground system  to  house  the  fire  alarm  bo.xes  and  terminals  for  the  various  cables 
and  wires  where  needed.  In  their  exposed  positions  along  the  highwaj-s  they 
are  very  liable  to  become  broken  and  damaged  by  the  skidding  of  autos  and  the 
overhang  of  trucks.  In  the  past  we  have  always  managed  to  have  one  or  more 
of  these  units  on  hand  to  use  in  case  of  accident.  The  last  one  we  had  was  used 
on  North  Main  Street  to  support  Box  No.  33  at  the  new  bridge  and  to  date  has 
not  been  replaced. 

On  January  15,  a truck  completely  demolished  the  pedestal  housing  Box 
No.  52  at  the  junction  of  ^^'all  and  County  Streets.  Five  of  our  main  line  cir- 
cuits feed  thru  this  pedestal  and  it  was  necessary  to  replace  it  at  once.  The 
whole  afternoon  was  spent  trying  to  locate  one  in  the  nearby  cities  and  finally 
one  was  obtained  from  the  Fire  Alarm  Department  of  the  City  of  ^^'altham, 
brought  back  to  Attleboro  and  placed  in  service  at  once.  Operating  a fire  alarm 
system  without  having  at  least  one  pedestal  in  reserve  is  similar  to  driving  a 
motor  car  without  a spare  tire.  A pedestal  is  l)adly  needed  for  the  support  of 
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Box  No.  7 on  Pleasant  Street.  The  cable  to  feed  this  box  has  been  in  the  ducts 
for  the  past  five  years  and  certainly  should  be  placed  in  use.  Placing  this  box 
on  a pedestal  will  eliminate  a large  number  of  sections  of  overhead  construction 
which  should  be  taken  down.  Pedestals  cost  from  $75.00  to  $ 118.00  each  depend 
ing  on  the  size  required. 

Item  No.  4.  Lead-covered  cable.  1000  feet  of  2 conductor  No.  14  cable 
is  required  to  replace  the  rubber  covered  wire  in  North  Main  Street  at  the  site 
of  the  new  bridge.  The  wire  was  the  only  material  available  at  the  time  and 
had  to  be  used  because  of  the  abandoment  of  the  overhead  construction  at  this 
point  by  the  utility  companies,  thereby  leaving  this  department  with  only  one 
choice  and  we  had  to  get  our  line  thru  in  any  possible  way  temporarily.  The 
life  of  this  type  of  wire  placed  in  underground  ducts  is  very  short.  It  should  be 
replaced  with  lead  covered  cable  as  soon  as  possible  as  it  is  already  giving  trouble. 
Many  boxes  depend  on  this  for  a feed.  The  latest  quotation  on  this  cable  is 
$73.70  per  M feet.  1000  feet  of  10  No.  14  conductor  cable  is  required  to  replace 
the  present  aerial  service  entering  fire  alarm  headquarters.  By  placing  these 
circuits  underground  greater  reliability  and  continuity  of  service  is  assured  to 
the  system  and  also  will  do  away  with  a very  unsightly  mass  of  wires  in  the  area 
around  the  station.  Only  today  we  escaped  losing  90%  of  the  fire  alarm  service 
of  the  city  because  of  a large  truck  breaking  off  the  hydrant  in  front  of  the  station 
and  barely  missing  our  main  feeder  riser.  The  chance  of  this  kind  of  trouble  at 
this  point  will  be  entirely  eliminated  if  the  plan  above  is  carried  out.  The  cost 
of  this  cable  is  $239.00  per  M feet. 

Item  No.  5.  3§  inch  Creosoted  wood  duct.  This  wood  duct  is  necessary 

in  the  change  over  of  the  station  service.  We  had  this  amount  of  wood  duct  on 
hand  last  year  to  start  this  job  but  were  forced  to  make  use  of  it  on  the  North 
Main  Street  job,  the  entire  500  feet  that  we  had  being  used.  This  wood  duct 
measures  3^  inches  internal  diameter,  costing  approximately  $200.00  per  M feet. 
$100.00  therefor  being  the  amount  necessary  for  this  work. 


New  Boxes  for  School  Buildings 

I wish  to  recommend  at  this  time  that  fire  alarm  boxes  be  installed  in  the 
five  small  wooden  buildings  which  are  the  only  ones  not  protected  in  this  manner 
in  the  city.  Four  of  them  can  be  connected  very  reasonably  because  in  all  four 
instances  our  lines  pass  all  of  them  within  a distance  of  not  over  100  feet.

To  meet  this  drop  in  enrollment  in  the  elementary  schools,  rooms  have  been 
closed,  and  grades  combined  as  much  as  possible.  One  room  was  closed  in  each 
of  the  following  schools:  Dodgeville,  Richardson,  South  Attleboro,  Washington 
and  Plat.  Two  other  teachers  were  dropped,  but  two  were  added  when  the 
Vocational  School  was  expanded  to  take  in  unemployed  boys  and  girls  between 
the  ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen.  The  number  of  teachers  employed  in  October, 
1932,  was  151.  The  number  of  teachers  employed  in  October,  1937,  was  146.  If  the 
school  buildings  were  not  so  scattered,  it  would  be  possible  to  reduce  the  number 
of  teachers  still  further.  So  long  as  we  have  a graded  system,  however,  the 
grades  must  be  considered  as  well  as  the  number  of  pupils.  If  the  number  of 
pupils  continues  to  decrease,  the  number  of  teachers  will  be  decreased  as  much  as 
it  can  be  without  lessening  any  educational  opportunity  for  the  child. 
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1 estimate  the  enroDment  for  the  High  School  for  September,  1938,  at  about 
925  pupils. 

In  my  report  for  1932,  I presented  a table  showing  the  growth  of  the  High 
School  and  the  elementary  schools  over  a thirty  year  period.  In  showing  the 
growth  of  the  elementary  schools,  I divided  the  city  into  districts  and  showed  the 
gain  by  districts: 

District  Number  1,  the  center  of  the  city. 

District  Number  2,  Briggs  Corner,  Dodgeville  and  Hebron^dlle. 

District  No.  3,  South  Attleboro. 

In  the  last  five  years,  however,  the  schools  have  been  losing  pupils  instead  of 
gaining  them.  The  above  table  shows  the  loss  by  grades.  It  will  perhaps  be 
interesting  to  note  in  what  sections  the  losses  have  occurred,  and  what  the  out- 
look is  for  the  future. 

To  make  the  comparison  easy,  divide  the  city  into  three  districts  as  was  done 
in  1932: 

District  No.  1,  The  Center  of  the  City. 

District  No.  2,  Briggs  Corner,  Dodgeville,  and  Hebronville. 

District  No.  3,  South  Attleboro.

60%  of  the  loss  in  these  grades  is  in  the  outlying  sections. 


From  1918  to  1932  South  Attleboro  had  a very  rapid  growth.  In  the  five 
years  since  1932,  the  loss  199  has  been  only  9 less  than  was  the  gain  208  in  the 
seven  years  previous  to  1932.  In  September,  1937,  South  Attleboro  had  only 
9 more  pupils  than  were  enrolled  in  September,  1925,

Since  the  greatest  loss  in  the  elementary  grades  occurs  in  the  outlying 
sections,  especially  in  South  Attleboro,  the  answer  to  this  question  can  best  be 
given  by  considering  the  number  of  pupils  attending  the  High  School  from  South 
Attleboro  over  a period  of  years,  and  noting  what  the  effect  would  be  if  this 
number  was  greatly  diminished.

PENMANSHIP 

In  1924,  we  began  sending  penmanship  papers  to  the  Palmer  Company  for 
penmanship  awards.  The  matter  of  submitting  papers  was  left  entirely  to  the 
teachers,  and  some  teachers  sent  many  papers  and  some  none  at  all.  The  results 
were  unsatisfactory  because  not  all  the  pupils  benefited  by  the  plan. 

In  1929,  we  established  as  a standard  that  50%  of  the  pupils  in  each  grade 
should  have  the  award  for  the  grade.  The  number  of  awards  increased  from  1190 
for  1928-1929  to  4433'  for  1929-1930.  In  1930,  we  set  75%  as  the  standard,  and 
in  1931,  100%.  That  we  have  practically  reached  our  goal  is  shown  by  the 
following  figures:

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THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

With  a new  schedule  of  studies,  rotating  daily,  the  High  School  has 
lengthened  the  recitation  periods,  and  is  making  progress.  The  report  of  the 
principal  states  in  full  what  the  school  would  like  to  accomplish  and  the  conditions 
under  which  the  school  is  being  conducted.  In  spite  of  all  obstacles,  the  spirit 
of  the  school  is  excellent,  many  new  ideas  have  been  introduced  this  year,  and  the 
standard  of  the  school  is  being  raised.  Lmder  favorable  conditions,  with  sufficient 
rooms  for  all  the  pupils,  with  a reduction  in  the  size  of  the  larger  classes,  and 
with  an  opportunity  to  give  pupils  a better  education  in  the  subjects  they  select, 
we  should  not  only  have  a school  to  be  proud  of,  but  one  of  which  we  could  boast. 
May  that  time  soon  come. 

VOCATIONAL  AND  CONTINUATION  SCHOOLS 

The  Continuation  School  is  made  up  of  minors  under  16  who  are  employed 
and  who  attend  school  one  or  two  days  a week. 

The  Vocational  School  is  made  up  of  minors  under  16  who  are  not  employed 
and  who  attend  school  every  day  the  school  is  in  session. 

These  two  groups  are  together  in  one  building,  have  the  same  teachers,  and 
make  one  school,  the  only  difference  being  in  the  days  each  group  attends  school. 
The  report  of  the  director  gives  an  account  of  the  progress  of  the  school  this  year. 
In  the  Vocational  School,  those  pupils  who  find  themselves  unable  to  do  the 
regular  school  work  of  their  grade,  are  given  opportunity  to  do  shop  work  half  the 
time  and  to  have  academic  work  suited  to  their  needs  the  other  half  of  the  time. 
The  boys  attending  this  school  who  have  been  through  the  seventh  grade,  have 
their  shop  work  afternoons  at  the  Jewelry  Trades  School. 

V,  ith  the  program  for  this  school  reorganized  in  September,  the  school  is 
doing  a good  piece  of  work.  The  school  does  not  pretend  to  be  a trade  school, 
but  every  once  in  a while  I hear  of  a boy,  who,  as  the  result  of  the  training  he 
received  in  the  use  of  tools  in  this  school,  has  secured  a good  job  and  is  making 
good. 

JEWELRY  TRADES  SCHOOL 

The  report  of  the  director  gives  an  accurate  account  of  the  progress  of  this 
school  this  year.  V'ith  the  change  in  admission  requirements  and  the  beginning 
of  academic  work  at  the  High  School  afternoons,  more  serious  work  is  being  done. 
The  addition  of  a few  new  machines  has  greatly  increased  the  value  of  the  school. 
The  director’s  report  gives  all  details.

For  1938,  the  State  will  allow  Federal  funds  for  one-half  the  salaries  of  the 
shop  instructors,  and  will  reimburse  one-half  the  balance  of  the  salaries  and 
other  items  of  maintenance,  excepting  new  equipment  and  rent.  This  will  make 
the  estimated  net  cost  of  the  school  for  1938,  $5,000.00. 


HIGH  SCHOOL  BAND 

After  long  years  of  talk  and  persistent  efforts  by  various  groups  of  people, 
funds  for  instruments  for  a band  were  provided  in  the  school  appropriation  this 
year,  and  a band  has  started.  The  services  of  Mr.  Alfred  P.  Zambarano  of 
Providence  were  secured  as  instructor  for  one  day  a week,  and  instruction  is 
given  to  small  groups  throughout  the  day  using  the  stage  of  the  assembly  hall 
as  a class  room.  The  band  is  making  good  progress  and  will  yef  be  heard  from. 


RESIGNATIONS 

During  the  year  ten  teachers  resigned,  eight  to  be  married,  and  two  to  accept 
better  positions.  Mr.  Julius  H.  Mueller,  teacher  of  mathematics  in  the  h igh 
School  since  October,  1931,  was  elected  to  the  principalship  of  the  High  School 
in  Westford,  and  Miss  Frances  P.  Crocker,  teacher  of  cooking  and  sewing  in 
grades  VII  and  VIII  was  elected  to  a similar  position  in  Wellesley.  The  other 
eight  teachers  resigned  to  be  married.

DENTAL  CLINIC

lished in  the  Bliss  School  in  September.  As  the  clinic  is  under  the  authority  of 
the  Health  Officer,  Dr.  R.  P.  Kent,  I presume  his  report  will  contain  a summary 
of  the  activities  of  the  two  dentists  and  the  dental  hygienist.  Efforts  to  start  a 
dental  clinic  were  begun  in  1925.  Since  that  time  several  attempts  have  been 
made  to  give  the  pupils  the  benefit  of  a dental  clinic  but  without  success.  Now 
the  clinic  is  started,  and  the  pupils’  teeth  are  receiving  the  attention  they  need.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


REPAIRS 

Not  much  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  general  repairs  this  year  on  account 
of  the  small  amount  of  money  available.  The  school  property  is  insured  for 
$1,049,900  on  an  80%  basis.  The  appropriation  for  repairs  this  year  was  $6,000. 
Since  1930,  the  amount  appropriated  for  maintenance  has  been  insufficient  to 
keep  the  property  in  good  condition.  Out  of  the  $6,000  allowed,  a reserve  of 
$1,300  was  set  aside  for  a WPA  painting  project  which  was  begun  I\Iay  14,  1937. 
Only  $764.68  of  this  sum  was  used,  but  it  had  to  be  held  in  reserve  till  very  near  the 
end  of  the  year,  to  be  available  if  needed. 

Lffider  this  WPA  project  the  following  school  buildings  have  been  painted: 
Outside — Bank  Street,  Lincoln,  Tiffany 

Inside— (Easements),  Bank  Street,  Tiffany,  Washington,  So.  Attleboro, 
Briggs  Corner,  Capron,  Carpenter  St.,  Farmers 
There  remain  to  be  done: 

Outside — Pleasant  Street  * 

Inside — Bliss,  Plat,  Richardson 

As  a consequence  of  this  painting  project,  the  basements  of  the  buildings 
look  better  than  they  have  for  years.  1 hope  the  next  step,  in  addition  to  making 
many  necessary  repairs,  will  be  the  installation  of  modern  toilets  in  the  place  of 
the  antiquated  latrine  system  now  in  use  in  the  P^armers,  Capron,  Carpenter 
Street,  Pleasant  Street,  Dodgeville,  South  Attleboro,  and  Plat  school  buildings. 
If  two  or  three  of  these  could  be  changed  each  year,  in  a few  years  new  toilet 
fixtures  could  be  installed.  The  present  system  in  these  schools  is  a disgrace 
to  Attleboro,

On  account  of  the  very  limited  appropriations  for  the  past  few  years,  it  has 
been  impossible  to  keep  the  regular  textbooks  in  good  condition,  or  to  attempt 
anything  new  in  the  way  of  educational  practice.  This  year,  however,  the 
appropriation  fbr  books  and  supplies  has  been  somewhat  larger  than  usual,  and 
as  a consequence  many  old  and  out  of  date  books  have  been  replaced  with  new 
ones.  Especially  has  much  new  reading  material  been  made  available,  in  the 
effort  to  correct  the  reading  difficulties  so  apparent  in  many  classes  in  the  upper 
grades. 

In  January  1928,  Miss  Caroline  J.  Trommer,  of  Teachers  College,  Boston, 
gave  a course  of  six  lessons  to  more  than  fifty  teachers  in  the  elementary  grades 
on  the  correction  of  reading  difficulties.  As  a result  of  that  course,  the  pupils 
in  each  room  were  divided  into  small  reading  groups,  books  suited  to  their  ability 
were  provided,  and  much  intensive  work  was  done.  This  was  kept  up  fbr  three 
or  four  years.  When  the  depression  became  acute,  money  was  scarce,  extra 
books  could  not  be  secured,  and  the  whole  reading  program  gradually  lapsed. 

This  year  another  attempt  is  being  made  to  tackle  the  reading  problem  in  a 
much  more  scientific  manner  than  had  been  devised  ten  years  ago.  There  are 
good  and  poor  readers  in  every  room  and  class.  The  range  in  reading  ability 
in  the  intermediate  and  upper  classes  covers  sometimes  five  or  more  grades. 
Poor  reading  may  be  due  to  various  causes.  It  may  be  inability  to  learn,  eye 
trouble,  or  some  physical  condition.  Our  plan  is  to  give  diagnostic  tests,  as- 
certain in  what  points  pupils  are  failing,  and  then  try  to  find  the  cause  and  apply 
the  remedy.  This  is  a long  process  and  will  show  results  only  after  years  of 
application.  Reading  in  the  first  three  grades  is  most  important.  In  these 
grades  pupils  are  learning  to  read.  In  the  upper  grades  they  are  for  the  mostpart 
reading  to  learn.  Unless  a pupil  has  a sure  foundation  in  the  first  three  grades, 
he  is  likely  not  only  to  be  a poor  reader  but  a poor  student  in  all  the  higher  grades. 
Much  emphasis,  then,  will  be  placed  on  reading  in  the  primary  grades  to  make  sure 
the  present  pupils  have  a good  start,  and  as  much  help  as  possible  will  be  given 
poor  readers  in  all  the  other  grades,  including  the  first  and  second  years  of  High 
School,  in  an  attempt  to  help  them  to  overcome  their  reading  difficulties  and  to 
become  better  students  in  all  subjects. 

The  needs  of  the  schools  are  many.  It  would  not  be  difficult  to  make  a 
long  list  of  items  that  would  improve  the  system.  The  buildings  have  not  been 
kept  up  as  they  should  be,  the  furniture  in  many  rooms  needs  attention,  much 
painting  and  calcimining  should  be  done,  and  the  physical  property  kept  in  repair. 
This  is  not  being  done  now,  but  some  day  it  must  be  done.  But  regardless  of 
the  buildings,  the  education  of  the  children  must  go  on.  A child  has  only  one 
chance  to  get  an  education,  and  if  the  opportunity  to  get  a good  education  is 
denied  him,  he  suffers  the  rest  of  his  life.  Attleboro  has  never  attempted  any 
educational  frills  or  fancies,  but  has  been  content  to  give  the  children  a strong, 
sound  foundation  on  which  to  build  a life’s  career.  The  teachers  for  years  have 
done  their  duty  conscientiously,  and  the  results  speak  for  themselves.  Yet  it  is 
my  ambition  that  the  schools  may  become  better,  that  higher  standards  shall 
be  attained,  and  that  every  citizen  in  Attleboro  shall  be  proud  of  the  schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Submitted  below  is  my  second  annual  report  as  principal  of  Attleboro  High 
School. 


Present  building  erected  in  1914  fbr  600  pupils

These  are  the  simple  facts  of  our  badly  overcrowded  conditions. 

What  is  the  situation  in  terms  of  educational  accomplishment? 

I.  Do  we  want  to  provide  in  the  high  school,  at  public  expense,  for  the 
education  of  all  boys  and  girls  of  high  school  age,  or  shall  we  be  satisfied  with  the 
education  of  only  a limited  number? 

Not  by  any  means  are  all  normal  young  people  of  high  school  age  in  our  city 
attending  school.  Though  the  exact  number  is  uncertain,  if  the  percentage 
estimate  for  this  group  in  the  entire  country  is  taken  as  true  for  Attleboro,  about 
300  boys  and  girls  of  high  school  age  in  the  city  are  not  in  school.  A few  figures 
from  the  school’s  records  show  that 

78  pupils  enrolled  for  high  school  classes  for  this  year  failed  to  return 
after  completing  their  work  in  June. 

32  of  these  were  freshmen  whose  reasons  for  quitting  school  at  the  end  of 
the  eighth  grade  are  in  most  cases  unknown. 

23  would  have  been  sophomores.  3 of  these  have  moved  away.  We  have 
definite  information  concerning  only  a few  of  the  other  20. 

21  would  have  returned  as  juniors.  As  far  as  is  known,  only  4 of  these  are 
continuing  their  education  elsewhere.  This  is  a high  ‘'death  rate” 
for  pupils  as  far  advanced  as  the  junior  class. 

2 seniors  left,  one  of  whom  moved  elsewhere  and  is  attending  high  school 
for  her  senior  work. 

Since  September  33  pupils  have  left  school.  16  of  these  left  without  trans- 
ferring to  another  type  of  school  or  without  immediate  prospect,  at  least,  of  gain- 
ful employment.  As  the  year  progresses  more  will  be  added  to  this  number 
despite  every  effort  to  retain  them  in  school.  In  the  main,  these  young  people 
leave — the  majority  of  them  soon  after  reaching  sixteen — because  they  “don’t 
like  school”.  Put  another  way,  this  is  to  say  that  we  are  not  offering  them  the 
subjects  which  interest  them  and  from  which  they  will  consequently  secure  the 
greatest  profit.  What  these  individuals  are  doing  with  their  increasetl  leisure 
time,  and  what  attitudes  and  ideals  they  may  be  developing  as  coming  voters  and 
taxpayers,  raises  a serious  question.  Yet  one  wonders  what  would  happen  if 
these  and  others  of  the  approximately  300  not  in  school  were  suddenly  to  demand 
their  right  of  a high  school  education  and  add  to  our  already  crowded  numbers. 

II.  Shall  we  try  to  retain  all  pupils  in  A.  11.  S.  as  long  as  they  wish  to  remain, 
or  are  there  other  types  of  secondary  school  open  to  them  which  promise  to  serve 
better  their  immediate  and  future  needs? 
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Fortunately  Attleboro  has  other  types  of  schools  available  fbr  those  not 
interested  in  the  regular  work  of  the  high  school.  During  the  past  fall  nine  boys, 
apparently  getting  little  good  from  continuance  in  high  school  work,  and  possibly 
some  harm,  have  been  transferred  as  follows:  6 to  the  Jewelry  Trades  School, 

2 to  the  Vocational  School  and  1 to  the  work  of  the  C.  C.  C.  It  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  in  these  new  schools  the  boys  transferred  have  found  the  type  of 
training  from  which  tbey  will  genuinely  profit  most.  Those  who  have  trans- 
ferred to  the  Trades  School  are  continuing  a certain  contact  with  the  high  school 
through  their  afternoon  work  here  in  the  building. 

These  classes,  meeting  soon  after  the  dismissal  hour  of  regular  high  school 
classes,  have  resulted  in  some  inconvenience  to  the  teachers  anopupils  who  meet 
after  1:40  for  special  help  and  make-up,  but  everyone  is  of  a mind  to  cooperate 
in  the  interest  of  the  Trades  School  work  in  the  hope  that  it  is  only  a matter 
of  time  before  adequate  space  will  be  provided  in  a new  addition. 

For  girls  not  interested  in  the  regular  work  of  the  high  school  there  is  avail- 
able the  alternative  of  the  Vocational  School. 

III.  In  our  program  shall  emphasis  be  upon  the  welfare  and  progress  of  the 
individual  student  or  upon  these  only  as  they  promise  a better  Attleboro? 

We  are  a social  institution,  and  no  better  justification  of  the  existence  of 
Attleboro  High  School  can  be  found  than  in  the  promise  that  its  program  will 
turn  out  graduates  better  prepared  to  take  their  rightful  places  in  the  economic, 
social,  and  spiritual  life  of  the  city.  Boys  and  girls  will  not  be  so  prepared  if 
they  wander  aimlessly  through  a ‘‘general”  course,  finding  more  of  failure  then  of 
success,  and  all  because  they  have  not  been  guided  into  the  type  of  training  for 
which  they  were  best  fitted.  In  June,  with  the  fine  cooperation  of  all  eighth- 
grade  teachers  and  principals,  an  attempt  was  made  to  study  the  record  and  the 
interests  of  every  eighth-grade  pupil  and  to  direct  him  into  the  curriculum  at  the 
high  school  for  which  his  talents  and  ambitions  seemed  best  to  fit  him.  As  a 
result  of  this  personal  guidance  the  number  of  misfit  pupils  in  the  various  curricula 
of  the  school  has  been  materially  reduced,  but  in  some  cases  it  is  still  apparent 
that  we  are  trying  to  “fit  square  pegs  into  round  holes”.  The  table  of  figures 
which  follows  shows  the  preference  of  pupils  and  their  parents  in  the  matter  of 
curriculum,  to  some  extent  affected  by  the  advice  and  guidance  of  principals 
and  eighth-grade  teachers.

These  figures  represent  a radical  change  in  the  situation  which  existed  a year 
ago  when  435  pupils  in  the  high  school  were  enrolled  in  the  Commercial  Course, 
presumably  all  training  for  positions  in  clerical  or  stenographic  work!  The  new 
“Civic  Arts”  course  supplements  the  good  work  of  guidance  done  in  the  eighth 
grade.  Pupils  planning  on  no  particular  trade,  but  wishing  the  advantage  of  a 
broad  and  general  type  of  training — a training,  incidentally,  which  in  some 
instances  will  qualify  for  college — have  been  directed  toward  the  new  course  in 
each  of  the  four  years  of  high  school.  A brief  comparison  of  the  subject  of 
mathematics  as  presented  in  the  Civic  Arts  Course,  as  well  as  in  each  of  the  five 
other  courses,  will  suffice  to  show  the  difference. 
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College  and  Tech — Algebra  I,  Plane  Geometry,  Algebra  II,  Solid  Geometry, 
Trigonometry, — Necessary  to  satisfy  entrance  requirements  of  standard 
liberal  arts  and  technical  colleges. 

Commercial — Business  Arithmetic — Main  emphasis  on  practical  application  to 
life  situations;  such  as  billing,  trade  discounts,  and  bank  interest. 

Manual  Arts — Shop  Mathematics — Fundamentals  of  arithmetic  and  geometry 
applied  to  actual  work  projects  in  woodworking  classes. 

Household  Arts — Household  Arithmetic  (for  girls) — General  principles  of  simple 
arithmetic  applied  to;  household  bills,  making  change,  commodity  prices, 
weights  and  measures,  interest,  taxes,  insurance,  reading  gas  and  electric 
meters,  and  budgeting  the  family  income. 

Civic  Arts — General  Mathematics — Application  of  mathematics  to  everyday 
topics  of  budgeting,  taxation,  insurance  installment  buying,  etc.  Minor 
emphasis  on  basic  concepts  from  algebra  and  plane  geometry. 

If  we  have  the  rooms  and  equipment  to  provide  it,  and  the  most  intelligent 
guidance  to  pupils  in  selecting  their  courses,  what  is  good  for  the  individual 
boy  or  girl  will  prove  to  be  good  for  the  future  of  the  city.  On  the  other  hand, 
crowded  conditions  indefinitely  continued  and  better  facilities  lacking,  successive 
graduations  of  misfit  young  people,  products  of  courses  to  which  they  were  not 
adapted,  will  prove  a poor  dividend-paying  investment  in  high  school  education 
at  public  expense. 

IV.  Shall  the  high  school  provide  a common  curriculum  for  all  or  differ- 
entiated offerings? 

In  A.  H.  S.  we  require  English  of  all  pupils  for  four  years,  at  least  one  year 
of  mathematics,  two  years  of  history  and  civics,  and  at  least  two  years  of  one 
foreign  language  (except  in  the  commercial,  household  arts,  and  manual  arts 
courses).  While  there  may  be  some  question  among  a few  pupils  and  their 
parents  of  the  value  of  the  foreign  language  requirement,  this  common  curriculum 
is  generally  accepted  as  providing  a basically  broad  preparation  for  life — with 
one  important  exception:  we  take  too  little  note  of  a pupil’s  health.  W ith  the 
Chadwick  Clinic  and  the  recent  dental  inspection  of  the  junior  class  not  over- 
looked, and  their  importance  fully  appreciated,  we  seem  to  proceed  generally 
on  the  theory  that  if  a pupil  has  not  been  seriously  enough  afflicted  to  lose  notice- 
able time  from  school  or  to  be  brought  to  our  attention  by  an  interested  family 
physician  or  the  school  nurse,  he  is  presumably  well.  There  is  no  health  room 
in  the  school,  nor  facilities  to  permit  us  to  engage  in  a scientific  program  of  physi- 
cal education,  a program  based  on  a study  of  the  individual  pupil’s  weaknesses 
and  correctional  follow-up  work  to  remedy  the  trouble.  W e have  no  program 
of  physical  education,  and  our  large  gymnasium  is  used  only  for  the  relatively 
small  number  who  participate  in  basketball  and  as  a place  for  dances  and  school 
socials.  Present  shower  equipment  is  inadequate  both  from  point  of  view  of 
number  of  shower  heads  and  supply  of  hot.  water.  Our  athletic  program  for 
girls  is  almost  negligible.  W ith  enlarged  facilities  and  the  addition  to  the  staff  of  a 
trained  man  and  woman  in  this  field,  we  might  more  safely  assure  ourselves  that 
the  common  elements  in  our  program  of  education  comprised  a broad  and  sound 
preparation  for  life.  The  school  should  not  be  satisfied  with  training  the  mind 
and  neglecting  the  body. 

To  supplement  this  common  basic  training,  students  are  encouraged  to 
chose  from  a limited  list  of  electives,  especially  after  the  first  year  when  they  have 
become  established  in  the  ways  of  their  new  school.  But  this  ‘‘limited  list  of 
electives”  in  the  high  school  is  actually  reduced  almost  to  nothing  because  of 
crowded  conditions.  No  tools  or  benches  are  available  in  manual  training 
classes  for  out-of-course  boys  interested  in  that  subject.  ^ ery  few  who  have 
elected  mechanical  drawing  work  could  be  accommodated.  Wfith  only  32 
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typewriters  for  the  entire  school,  and  no  room  for  more,  we  have  been  com- 
pelled to  say  “No”  to  countless  requests  for  typewriting  as  an  elective.  In  other 
words,  because  of  crowded  conditions  the  school  falls  short  of  the  educational 
program  which  it  advertises  as  long  as  pupils  cannot  be  allowed  to  follow  the 
direction  of  their  real  interests  in  the  selection  of  at  least  part  of  their  subject 
matter. 

V.  Shall  the  high  school  include  vocational  training  or  shall  it  be  restricted 
to  general  education? 

A good  deal  of  the  prescribed  work  of  the  traditional  commercial  course 
in  high  schools  today  is  vocational  training,  to  wit,  typewriting  and  shorthand. 
\\  hat  grounds  can  there  be  for  failing  to  include  some  vocational  training  of 
other  types  which  the  majority  of  the  jobs  our  graduates  will  enter  upon  will 
require?  “Follow-up”  cards  returned  by  members  of  the  class  graduating  in 
June,  1937,  show  that  of  a total  of  157,  85  are  working.  Of  these  nearly  20  are 
already  engaged  in  some  connection  or  other  in  the  jewelry  industry.  Should 
it  not  be  the  duty  of  the  school  to  provide  training  for  this  group,  and  for  the 
still  larger  number  that  will  eventually  settle  in  that  vocation — training  in  the 
general  skills,  at  least,  required  for  Attleboro’s  leading  industry?  It  is  suggested 
that  a joint  committee  of  school  authorities  and  manufacturers  might  well  be 
organized  to  study  the  subject,  and  that  the  high  school  look  forward  to  incor- 
porating in  its  program  a recommended  amount  of  training  in  the  general  skills 
of  jewelry  apprenticeship. 

VI.  Shall  the  high  school  lay  chief  stress  on  preparation  for  advanced 
studies,  or  shall  it  be  primarily  concerned  with  the  real  value  of  its  own  courses 
regardless  of  a student’s  future  academic  career?

Piver  since  the  days  of  the  seminary  and  academy,  high  schools  in  this 
country  have  felt  the  pressure  of  the  college  upon  them.  No  other  reason,  in 
fact,  accounts  for  so  many  subjects  in  our  curriculum  as  the  demands  of  college 
preparation.  Yet  the  figures  just  cited — and  they  are  repeated  year  after  year — 
are  definite  evidence  that  only  a relatively  small  number  of  our  graduates  go 
on  to  college.  Working  each  year  for  a more  appropriate  type  of  education 
for  the  75%  who  will  not  continue  their  education  in  school,  we  shall  improve 
the  prospect  of  success  in  life  for  this  greater  number.  Furthermore,  the  training 
of  the  25%  in  preparation  for  further  education  can  thus  be  made  decidedly 
more  thorough.  But  these  improvements  require  additional  room.  With 
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present  crowded  classrooms,  and  college  sections  increased  in  size  by  the  inclusion 
of  pupils  for  whom  other  work  would  be  more  appropriate,  we  cannot  give  the 
training  that  will  insure  for  our  graduates  in  college  the  excellent  success  they 
hope  for. 

VII.  Shall  A.  H.  S.  be  content  with  presenting  merely  organized  knowledge 
or  shall  we  assume  responsibility  for  attitudes  and  ideals? 

Having  always  in  mind  building  for  a better  Attleboro,  it  must  be  admitted 
that  boys  and  girls  will  not  live  wholesome  lives,  make  better  neighbors,  or  be- 
come more  effective  citizens  merely  as  a result  of  having  obtained  information 
(or  knowledge  in  school.  Attitudes  and  ideals  of  honesty,  dependability,  co- 
operation, fairness,  and  a score  of  others  will  best  be  developed  not  in  the  tradi- 
tional classroom  but  through  lifelike  experiences  provided  in  a program  of  student 
activities.  Here  is  a gold  mine  of  potential  character  training  which  we  have  little 
more  than  tapped  in  Attleboro  High  School.  To  learn  to  take  as  well  as  to  give, 
to  meet  and  rub  elbows  with  new  companions,  and  to  discover  one’s  own  capacities 
through  the  informal  exchange  of  ideas  and  contacts  in  student  council,  home 
room  activities,  athletics,  dramatics,  and  club  work  of  many  kinds  should  be  the 
opportunity  of  every  boy  and  girl  in  school. 

The  Student  Council,  with  class  officers.  Blue  Owl  editor,  and  representatives 
from  all  home  rooms,  has  developed  an  awareness  of  the  needs  and  problems  of 
the  school  and  a pride  in  its  good  work.  Under  the  auspices  of  the  council 
marked  improvement  has  been  made  in  definite  aspects  of  school  life,  notably 
neatness  of  the  floors  and  grounds  at  recess,  greater  efficiency  in  the  lunch  room. 
A steam  table  recently  added  to  the  lunch  room  equipment,  as  a result  of  student 
council  and  faculty  study  of  this  situation  will  greatly  facilitate  the  operation  of 
this  department.  Further  improvements  in  this  direction  should  also  be  made 
in  the  fiiture.  Over  400  pupils  are  accommodated  in  the  lunch  room  in  each 
recess  period  of  20  minutes. 

Home  room  programs,  stimulating  competition  between  rooms  in  matters  of 
scholarship,  attendance  and  in  general  school  spirit,  are  a new  type  of  worthwhile 
activity  developing  in  the  longer  home  room  period. 

The  several  clubs  are  developing  a closer  relation  with  school  life  which 
should  be  felt  in  improved  standards  of  spirit  and  school  loyalty.  The  work  of 
the  Press  Club  reaches  the  general  public  through  the  columns  of  the  Attleboro 
Sun,  but  even  more  important  is  the  invaluable  training  involved  for  individual 
students  and  the  unifying  effect  of  the  write-ups  on  the  school  morale. 

School  dances  function  as  an  important  part  of  school  life  and  are  conducted 
under  the  careful  supervision  of  class  advisors  and  earnest  student  committees. 

Music  activities  have  long  since  been  recognized  for  their  value  to  the  e.xtent 
of  according  them  credit  toward  graduation.  The  work  of  this  department 
culminated  in  the  spring  in  a very  creditable  performance  of  the  operetta  “Pina- 
fore”, an  ambitious  undertaking  for  an  even  more  mature  cast,  and  principals, 
chorus,  and  orchestra  acquitted  themselves  well.  This  year  a new  band,  meeting 
one  day  a week  at  1:40  following  intensive  work  every  period  for  the  various 
instruments  of  each  section,  is  making  rapid  progress.  It  is  safe  to  predict  that 
when  a public  concert  is  given  in  the  spring,  the  city  will  have  no  cause  to  regret 
its  generosity  in  providing  funds  for  this  important  activity. 

Conditions  in  the  girls’  basement  room  were  discussed  before  all  girls  of  the 
school  this  fall,  and  a committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  one  member  from 
each  home  room.  A decided  improvement  has  already  been  noticeable,  and 
suggested  improvements  have  been  authorized  by  the  School  Committee  in 
commendation  of  this  fine  spirit  on  the  part  of  the  girls. 

Class  elections,  conducted  for  the  first  time  this  fall  as  an  experiment  under 
life-like  conditions  of  campaigns,  primaries,  and  final  elections,  have  been  in- 
stituted and  supervised  by  the  student  council  and  conducted  with  sufficient 
success  to  warrant  their  continuance  another  year. 
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The  senior  play,  “Mrs.  Moonlight”,  represented  a departure  in  the  direction 
of  a more  serious  type  of  drama  and  was  well  supported  by  friends  of  the  school. 
It  required  the  intensive  effort  not  only  of  the  actors  and  coach,  but  of  the  various 
committee  and  several  teachers  as  well.  The  time  spent  on  the  preparation  of 
scenery,  and  the  consequent  expense,  was  excessive  in  view  of  what  could  be 
accomplished  with  the  stage  equipped  as  it  should  be  for  high  school  dramatics. 
Scenery  and  drops  for  this  purpose  would  cost  approximately  $500;  to  remove  the 
curved  ceiling  and  open  the  wings  would  probably  entail  an  expense  of  $2000. 

ith  the  assistance  of  the  various  department  heads  an  assembly  program 
for  the  entire  year  was  outlined  early  in  the  fall.  The  first  assembly  periods  of 
the  year  were  utilized  for  organizing  the  school  and  acquainting  the  students  with 
the  operation  of  the  new  rotating  schedule.  Since  then,  assemblies  have  been 
held  as  scheduled.  Only  a few  outside  speakers  and  entertainers  have  been 
introduced,  the  majority  of  dates  being  reserved  for  programs  organized  by  the 
various  subject  departments  and  featured  by  student  participation.

The  work  of  the  school  library  is  necessarily  curtailed  because  of  lack  of 
room.  While  there  is  a little  required  work  for  freshmen  to  familiarize  them  with 
reference  materials  available  and  to  teach  the  use  of  these  materials,  in  general 
the  possibilities  of  this  department  is  the  way  of  encouraging  better  methods  of 
study  and  higher  tastes  in  reading  are  limited  to  the  pupils  who  go  to  the  library 
voluntarily.  In  the  field  of  health  this  would  be  tantamount  to  giving  physical 
examinations  only  to  those  who  chanced  to  drift  into  the  examination  room. 

The  type  of  reading  material  which  is  occupying  the  attention  of  many  pupils 
of  freshman  and  sophomore  age,  if  not  altogether  harmful,  is  at  least  no  guide  to  a 
better,  more  mature  type  of  reading.  Such  titles  as  “The  Golden  Peril”  and  ‘Battle 
to  the  Death”  are  common  in  the  reading  vocabulary,  apparently,  of  our  growing 
boys  and  girls.  If  we  are  ever  to  improve  their  taste,  the  library  must  obviously 
meet  these  young  people  on  whatever  reading  levels  they  are  found  and  draw 
them  up  to  an  increasingly  higher  type  of  reading.  The  books  added  to  the 
library  within  the  past  year  are  calculated  to  do  this.  There  are  stories  of  ad- 
venture and  heroism,  many  of  them  taken  from  actual  life  which  the  realm  of 
fiction  cannot  surpass  in  vividness.  Such  titles  are  “Microbe  Hunters”,  by 
Dekruif,  “Half-Mile  Down”,  by  Beebe,  and  “I  Like  Diving”,  by  Eadie.  Such 
books  will  widen  the  horizon  of  boys  and  girls  who  have  thought  that  nothing  but 
dull  facts  could  ever  come  from  non-fiction.  Colorful  posters  are  arranged 
on  the  bulletin  boards  and  challenging  titles  displayed  in  and  about  the  library 
in  the  attempt  to  interest  students  in  its  resources.  On  file  also  are  standard 
magazines  of  social,  political,  and  literary  value.  Add  to  these  one  or  two  of  the 
type  of  “News  W eek”,  “American  Boy”,  and  “Good  Housekeeping”,  and  by  all 
means  a metropolitan  newspaper,  and  our  library  will  be  thoroughly  equipped 
to  meet  the  needs  of  all  types  of  students.  The  sole  lack  then  will  be  that  of  space. 
The  plans  for  the  proposed  addition  and  alterations  make  provision  for  approxi- 
mately one-third  more  floor  space  in  the  library. 
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The  outstanding  success  of  tlie  school’s  athletic  teams  in  the  past  year  is 
familiar  to  everyone.  This  success  very  soon  brought  an  awakening  in  school 
spirit  and  a new  enthusiasm  throughout  the  entire  student  body.  This  sort  of 
reaction  from  athletics  is  not  the  least  among  reasons  which  justify  interschol istic 
sports.  The  physical  benefits  accruing  to  individual  team  members  should  be 
extended  to  all  members  of  the  school,  girls  as  well  as  boys,  through  a program  of 
intramural  sports.  If  teachers  were  available,  such  a program  could  be  put  into 
operation  at  once. 


Attleboro  High  School  a Cooperative  Enterprise 

A personal  rating  card  for  students  was  evolved  in  the  spring,  the  result  of 
faculty  study  and  the  work  of  a special  committee  of  teachers.  This  card  is 
kept  on  file  in  the  office  and  represents  the  collective  judgment  of  all  teachers 
with  whom  the  individual  student  comes  in  contact,  on  important  traits  of  charac- 
ter and  personality.  It  is  thus  a broad  and  objective  picture  of  each  student  and 
as  such  has  already  demonstrated  its  value  in  recommendations  written  by  the 
school. 

Deportment  standards  and  qualifications  for  class  office  and  membership 
in  the  student  council  were  reviewed  during  the  year  by  the  faculty.  Following 
the  recommendation  of  a special  committee  these  requirements  are  to  be  extended 
to  apply  to  membership  on  the  staff  of  the  Blue  Owl. 

The  new  rotating  schedule  approved  by  the  School  Committee,  and  which  was 
soon  in  smooth  operation  in  the  fall,  was  instituted  as  a temporary  measure  under 
crowded  conditions  to  provide  a period  long  enough  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
college  certification.  No  particular  advantage  is  claimed  for  it  otherwise  except 
possibly  that  of  variety  in  the  weekly  program.  Educationally  there  is  little 
question  of  the  superiority  of  a 48-minute  period  over  one  of  37,  and  the  new 
schedule  appears  to  have  been  well  received  by  a great  majority  of  both  students 
and  faculty.  Needless  to  say,  study  periods  of  this  increased  length  under  condi- 
tions which  exist,  for  example,  in  the  assembly  hall  are  a doubtful  improvement. 
Only  the  new  addition  will  remedy  this  situation.

In  reading  speed  40  freshmen,  normal  or  above  normal  in  their  rate  of 
comprehension,  were  below  average  eighth-grade  performance.  The  same  was 
true  for  30  sophomores. 

These  figures  tell  their  own  story.  The  next  step,  that  of  remedy  of  these 
reading  weaknesses,  which  are  unquestionably  at  the  root  of  the  great  majority 
of  failures  in  school  subjects,  is  yet  to  be  taken.

Certain  Changes  in  the  Program  of  Studies 

A study  of  pupils’  records  made  February,  1937,  showed 

1 . A high  rate  of  mortality  in  continuing  subjects;  e.  g.,  73  in  Stenography 
I,  and  only  30  in  the  second  year  of  the  same  subject.  Looking  for  a 
moment  at  the  number  30,  what  became  of  the  other  forty  or  more  who 
probably  started  the  subject  at  the  same  time,  or  how  much  good  they 
could  possibly  have  secured  from  only  the  foundational  year  of  a con- 
tinuing subject  is  something  of  a question. 

2.  Nearly  200  pupils  out-of-course — that  is,  having  taken  a smattering  of 
subjects  from  two  or  more  courses  without  following  through  in  any  one 
direction. 

These  are  two  ways  of  painting  the  same  picture,  as  the  200  figure  in  No.  2 
is  fed  from  the  ‘'forty  or  more”,  and  similar  cases  in  other  subjects,  who  dropped 
out  of  continuing  subjects  as  suggested  in  No.  1. 

The  new  Civics  Art  coiu’se  was  set  up  chiefly  for  these  pupils.  Other  im- 
provements effected  were  the  addition  of  a new  course  in  the  commercial  depart- 
ment, “Junior  Business  Training”,  and  the  extension  of  first-year  typewriting  to  a 
full-year  course  for  a better  foundation  in  that  subject.  The  process  of  drawing 
from  the  various  curricula  pupils  not  adapted  to  their  specialized  work,  thus 
improving  the  progress  of  work  in  all  curricula,  and  of  setting  up  in  the  Civics 
Arts  course  a more  general  training  for  those  desiring  it,  can  be  developed  further 
to  the  great  educational  benefit  of  all  pupils  in  the  school  as  soon  as  the  added 
space  and  necessary  equipment  are  available. 

These  and  other  improvements  in  the  subject  offerings  of  the  school  were 
made  possible  only  through  the  interest  and  thorough  cooperation  of  the  faculty. 

W hatever  progress  has  been  made  in  the  past  year  in  the  way  of  better 
high  school  training  for  the  growing  young  men  and  young  women  of  Attleboro 
has  been  due  in  great  measure  to  the  fine  spirit  of  enthusiasm  and  the  friendly 
cooperation  apparent  in  the  daily  work  of  the  school.  To  this  should  be  added  our 
appreciation  of  the  interest,  cooperation,  and  encouragement  of  the  school 
authorities.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  CONTINUATION 
AND  VOCATIONAL  SCHOOLS 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Vocational  and  the  Continuation 
schools. 

The  boys  and  girls — 14  to  16  years  of  age — would  normally  be  in  the  first 
and  second  years  of  the  high  school.  Various  factors  in  connection  with  their 
grade  work  have  impeded  their  progress  and  we  find  them  somewhat  retarded. 
So  these  students  are  generally  placed  in  small  classes,  ten  to  fifteen  to  a teacher, 
with  special  instruction  by  specially  trained  instructors.  These  teachers  must 
continue  their  special  training  every  summer  for  several  years  in  schools  estab- 
lished for  vocational  and  continuation  work. 

This  year  the  shop  work  for  the  boys  has  been  rearranged  and  is  now  con- 
ducted under  four  units  of  endeavor.

GENERAL  SHOP  consists  of  tool  sharpening  and  repair  on  home  furniture 
and  garden  tools.  Many  repair  jobs  of  importance  to  the  school  department 
are  done  in  this  shop. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  find  more  reference  material  suitable  for  classroom 
use.  Various  bulletins,  booklets,,  posters  and  circular  material  published  by 
insurance  companies,  manufacturers  and  other  agencies  have  been  carefully 
examined  to  determine  their  educational  value.  This  literature  contains  a great 
deal  of  information  that  is  valuable  and  is  presented  in  simple  language  and  is 
interestingly  illustrated.  The  different  companies  and  agencies  interviewed  in 
regard  to  publications  of  an  educational  nature  which  they  distribute  have  been 
helpful  and  generous  in  their  response.  They  have  expressed  their  interest  by 
cooperating  and  offering  their  assistance  in  the  solution  of  our  educational  prob- 
lems. 

Variety  in  the  usual  order  of  school  activities  has  been  made  possible  b}"  the 
cooperation  of  others.  The  prominent  window  space  donated  to  us  by  a leading 
merchant  enabled  us  to  present  our  splendid  canning  exhibit  to  the  public.  An 
invitation  to  a cooking  school  sponsored  by  the  local  paper  proved  most  interest- 
ing. \\  hen  the  girls  heard  the  cooking  expert  explain  and  emphasize  many  things 
with  which  they  were  familiar,  they  had  increased  respect  for  what  had  been 
taught  them  at  school. 

An  excellent  illustrated  talk  on  efficient  kitchen  arrangement  was  given  by  the 
Attleboro  Steam  & Electric  Company.  Mrs.  Albertine  MacKeller  of  the  state 
department  of  public  health  gave  a very  instructive  talk  on  ‘"Charm”. 
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In  our  follow-up  work  during  the  past  year  we  have  made  394  calls  at  the 
homes  of  the  pupils.  These  visits  have  been  productive  of  a closer  relationship 
between  the  school  and  the  home. 

We  were  asked  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  to  make  an  occupa- 
tional survey  referred  to  in  my  last  report.  Mr.  Tukey  consented  to  undertake 
this  task  which  he  started  and  completed  during  the  last  year  mostly  on  his  own 
time. 

In  order  to  have  pupils  take  advantage  of  their  vocational  opportunities 
it  is  essential  to  know  what  jobs  minors  (16-21  years)  get  in  this  locality. 

A tabulation  from  the  educational  certificates  gave  us  the  answer  to  this 
question.  It  was  possible  to  obtain  the  school  grade  completion,  the  age  at  which 
16-21  year  old  minors  secure  work,  the  employer’s  name,  and  the  seasonal  trend 
of  employment  for  jobs  secured  between  September,  1935  and  September,  1936, 
from  the  certificates  still  in  force  as  of  date  September  15,  1936. 

From  the  survey  of  these  certificates  we  found  that  344  (202  boys,  142  girls) 
minors  16-21  years  of  age  secured  jobs.  The  classification  of  these  jobs  is  as 
follows : 

174  employed  in  the  manufacturing  of  jewelry  and  novelties 
38  employed  in  the  textile  industry 
34  employed  in  machine  shops  and  related  trades 
30  employed  in  clerical  work 
62  employed  in  general  service 
6 employed  in  miscellaneous  jobs 

The  results  of  this  study  are  assembled  into  charts  and  tables  and  are  on 
file  at  the  Vocational  School. 

The  information  obtained  from  these  certificates  indicates  where  minors  are 
employed  in  considerable  numbers  and  the  next  step  in  this  study  is  to  make 
contact  with  these  places  in  order  to  analyze  the  job  to  secure  a detailed  descrip- 
tion of  the  duties  and  operations  involved  and  the  technical  knowledge  needed, 
the  nature  and  conditions  of  work,  training  factors,  personal  requirements,  and 
when  possible  the  total  number  of  workers  on  this  job  in  this  locality.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  JEWELRY  TRADES  SCHOOL 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Attleboro  Jewelry  Trades  School  for  the 
year  1937. 

I feel  that  we  have  made  considerable  progress  this  year  toward  a better 
school.  Starting  this  last  September  requirements  fPr  entrance  were  raised  so 
that  all  students  must  be  at  least  graduates  of  the  eighth  grade.  As  part  of  the 
plan  all  students,  with  the  exception  of  those  who  have  already  graduated  from 
high  school,  now  spend  each  afternoon  at  the  high  school  taking  academic  and 
related  work  as  required  by  state  law.  The  subjects  taught  are  English,  Shop 
Mathematics,  Science,  Civics,  Mechanical  Drawing,  Free  Hand  Drawing  and 
Modeling,  with  one  period  a week  used  for  physical  education.  This  program, 
with  the  four  hours  spent  each  morning  in  actual  shop  practice  in  the  trade  selected 
make  a well  rounded  program  for  the  boy  which  will  entitle  him  to  a dipolma  at 
the  end  of  four  years  and  will  give  him  an  education  comparable  to  a high  school 
education  plus  trade  experience  which  should  put  him  in  a position  to  secure 
lucrative  employment  upon  graduation. 
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The  plan  has  some  drawbacks  due  to  the  crowded  condition  at  the  high 
school  and  to  the  distance  between  the  two  schools,  but  on  a whole  is  working  very 
well  and  seems  to  be  appreciated  by  the  students.  In  the  afternoon,  while  our 
regular  students  are  at  the  high  school,  boys  from  the  Bank  Street  Vocational 
School  come  to  us  for  shop  practice. 

There  is  a very  noticeable  improvement  in  the  type  of  student  entering  the 
school  and  also  in  the  attendance.  Our  percentage  of  attendance  is  now  in  the 
90’s. 

We  lost  three  of  our  instructors  during  the  year  by  resignation. 

Mr.  Warren  Cameron  resigned  on  May  14  to  return  to  the  Watson  Company. 

Mr.  Harry  Goodinson  resigned  June  25  to  enter  the  insurance  business  and 
Mr.  Charles  Thomae  resigned  October  15  to  go  into  the  tool  business  with  his 
father-in-law. 

Mr.  Thomae’s  place  was  filled  by  Mr.  Eric  Lindberg,  an  Attleboro  boy,  who 
came  to  us  highly  recommended  and  whose  work  since  being  with  us  justifies 
his  selection. 

Mr.  Cameron  and  Mr.  Goodinson  were  not  replaced  and  their  classes  have 
not  been  reopened  to  date, 

We  ran  a design  class  last  winter,  two  evenings  a week  for  twenty-six  weeks 
with  an  average  enrollment  of  35  and  an  average  attendance  of  12.  Some  very 
good  work  was  done  and  I think  the  class  was  eminently  worth  while.  Owing  to 
the  loss  of  our  instructor  this  class  is  not  being  run  this  year.  We  are,  however, 
again  running  the  metal  working  class  in  conjunction  with  the  Peoples  Institute. 
Mr.  Leonard  teaches  this  class  and  it  seems  to  be  quite  popular.  A lot  of  nice 
hand  work  has  been  completed. 

We  held  two  displays  this  year,  one  in  the  Attleboro  Gas  Light  Company’s 
window  on  Park  Street  the  week  of  June  7,  and  one  at  the  Attleboro  Public 
Library  in  November.  This  was  a part  of  the  exhibit  sponsored  by  the  Attleboro 
Art  Chapter. 

We  finished  some  worth  while  projects  this  year  among  which  were  the 
following. 

1.  Designed  and  painted  reindeer  and  sleigh  for  the  Attleboro  Garden 
Club’s  Christmas  display. 

2 . Designed  and  painted  mural  on  wall  of  kindergarten  room  at  Richard- 
son School. 

3 . Designed  and  made  badges  for  Fire  Instructors  for  State  Department. 

4.  Designed  and  made  pins  for  Camp  Coweset  Girl  Scouts. 

5.  Modeled  head  of  Horace  IMann  and  one  of  George  Washington  for 
State  Dept,  of  Vocational  Education. 

6.  Made  a bending  tool  for  Brockton  Vocational  School. 

7.  Made  a drinking  tool  for  Milford  Vocational  School. 

8.  Made  two  bubbler  heads  for  Bliss  School. 

9.  Made  name  plate  for  Norfolk  Prison  Colony. 

10.  Made  signs  for  Girl  Scouts  cookie  window  "display. 

11.  Made  placques  and  medals  for  Attleboro  Garden  Club. 

12.  Made  trophies  and  medals  for  Ray  Cooney  for  use  in  the  schools. 

13.  Made  many  tools  for  our  own  use  and  made  all  repairs  on  our  school 
equipment.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Grades  I-VIII 

To  write  a detailed  account  of  the  music  work  in  the  grades,  would  be  a 
repetition  of  reports  which  I have  written  in  the  years  gone  by. 

I have  arranged  my  program  so  as  to  visit  each  school  at  least  once  every  two 
weeks  and  the  music  work  is  continued  by  the  regular  teacher.  There  are  still  a 
few  schools  where  I am  not  able  to  visit  but  once  a month,  namely,  Capron, 
Washington,  Farmers,  Pleasant  Street,  Carpenter  Street,  Plat  and  South  Attle- 
boro schools. 

It  is  a great  privilege  that  has  been  given  me  to  be  the  singing  teacher  in  the 
schools  of  Attleboro  for  so  many  years.  I find  that  this  year  there  is  just  as 
much  love  of  music  among  the  pupils  in  our  schools  as  in  previous  years.  The 
study  of  singing,  which  includes  ear  training,  notation,  music  reading,  apprecia- 
tion, and  voice  training,  is  evident  in  all  grades  from  first  to  eighth.  The  co- 
operation of  the  teachers  has  made  our  music  in  the  schools  rank  very  high. 
The  evidence  of  this  is  found  in  the  splendid  music  programs  given  in  many  of  our 
schools  during  the  year,  Memorial  Day,  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  music 
programs  being  especially  w’orthy  of  comment.  One  of  the  most  enjoyable  music 
events  in  the  grade  schools  was  the  operetta  “An  Old  Spanish  Custom”  by  Clark 
which  was  produced  by  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  of  the  Lincoln  School. 
This  was  unusual  in  its  quality  and  reflected  great  credit  on  the  pupils  who  took 
part,  and  on  Mr.  Weymouth  and  Mrs.  Helen  Storin  who  conducted  the  operetta. 


HIGH  SCHOOL 
Singing  Class 

There  are  two  periods  given  to  singing  in  the  regular  school  time.  There 
are  60  in  one  class  and  50  in  the  other.  We  study  four  part  harmony,  folk  songs 
and  the  more  simple  classics. 
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Music  Theory  Class 

There  are  40  pupils  in  the  theory  class.  They  study  scales,  intervals,  triads 
and  chord  progressions,  biography  of  musicians  and  music  appreciation.  It  is 
hoped  that  all  pupils  of  home  music,  band,  orchestra,  glee  club  and  singing  in 
classes  may  find  it  profitable  to  become  members.  This  class  fills  a long  felt 
need  in  the  music  work  of  the  school.  All  the  work  of  this  class  is  corrected  and 
credited. 

Home  Music 

There  are  16  pupils  receiving  credit  for  home  lessons  in  piano.  Monthly 
cards  are  required  to  be  signed  by  the  parents  of  the  pupil  and  the  teacher  of 
piano.  At  the  end  of  the  school  year  an  examination  is  given  to  all  Home  Music 
pupils.  This  is  one  of  the  best  classes  we  have  in  High  School  as  it  encourages 
a pupil  to  continue  his  piano  lessons  during  his  High  School  course.  There  is  a 
great  lack  of  good  piano  players,  and  because  of  their  great  service  in  the  com- 
munity I hope  the  Home  Music  course  will  grow  in  number  in  the  future. 

Band 

I feel  very  grateful  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  to  the  School 
Committee  for  accepting  my  recommendation  that  a band  master  be  secured 
who  could  teach  band  instruments,  and  that  a few  of  the  larger  instruments  be 
purchased  that  would  make  a band  possible.  All  this  has  now  been  accomplished 
and  Mr.  Zambarano,  an  expert  in  band,  has  started  his  work  in  the  High  School 
and  I look  now  for  a fine  band  in  the  near  future,  one  that  can  play  indoors  and 
outdoors  and  be  what  a band  ought  to  be  in  a High  School — a great  thrill,  and  an 
enthusiastic  inspiration  to  the  pupils  in  their  work  or  in  their  play.  At  present 
there  are  24  pupils  in  the  band.  Class  lessons  are  given  during  school  hours  and 
the  band  rehearsal  is  held  after  school. 


Glee  Club 

The  Glee  Club  of  100  pupils  is  now  the  largest  singing  group  in  school.  It 
meets  on  Thursday  at  1 :40  after  school  hours.  The  work  of  the  Glee  Club  during 
the  past  year  merits  more  than  a passing  comment.  The  presentation  of  the 
operetta  “H.M  .S.  Pinafore”  by  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  was  one  of  the  most  delight- 
ful, thrilling  and  finished  productions  which  has  been  presented  by  the  music 
department  of  the  High  School.  The  work  of  the  Glee  Club  was  of  such  a high 
order  that  I decided  to  enter  them  in  the  Massachusetts  High  School  Glee  Club 
Contest  wh^ch  was  held  at  Lowell,  Massachusetts,  in  May.  The  judges  declared 
them  to  be  the  best  in  their  class  in  the  State  and  our  soloist.  Miss  Edna  Gagnon, 
also  won  the  first  honor  as  the  best  soloist  presented  at  the  contest.  As  a matter 
of  record  I wish  to  incorporate  the  cast  of  “Pinafore”  in  this  report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING 
HIGH  SCHOOL 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  the  year  1937  several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Art  Depart- 
ment. It  is  indeed  a pleasure  to  work  in  a field  where  new  experiences  are  con- 
stantly provided. 

After  studying  the  situation  in  the  High  School  I worked  out  a program 
which  would  give  the  freshmen  a general  course  in  art  fundamentals  and  the 
advanced  students  a choice  of  courses  in  illustration,  fashion  drawing,  commercial 
advertising,  design  or  crafts. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Garland  this  plan  was  described  in  an  assembly  and  as  a 
result  many  more  students  signed  up  for  the  fine  arts  than  had  signed  a year  ago. 
However,  when  the  new  program  was  made  to  coincide  with  the  new  rotation 
schedule  now  in  practice  at  the  High  School  it  was  not  the  success  I had  hoped  for 
and  I am  still  obliged  to  mix  the  classes  somewhat  to  prevent  turning  some  of  thd 
most  promising  students  away  altogether. 

Now  that  there  are  fifty  more  students  in  the  department  than  we  took  care 
of  in  1936  the  studio  is  much  too  small  and  our  equipment  inadequate.  In  some 
classes  the  enrollment  is  as  large  as  28  and  for  art  work,  which  usually  requires  a 
lot  of  space,  the  enrollment  should  not  exceed  15  or  20  at  the  most.  Aside  from 
the  classes  there  are  always  students  who  come  in  for  extra  work  during  their 
study  periods.  I do  not  like  to  refuse  them  as  they  sometimes  have  four  study 
periods  in  one  day. 

We  still  have  very  inadequate  lighting.  I know  anyone  watching  us  at  work 
on  a dark  day  would  sympathize  with  this  statement.  There  are  still  no  facilities 
for  caring  for  and  cleaning  our  equipment.  This  is  very  unfortunate,  not  only  in 
wasted  time  and  annoyance  to  the  supervisor,  but,  because  preparing  tools  for 
working  and  caring  for  them  afterward  is  an  important  part  of  the  education  of 
an  art  student. 

1 do  not  wish  this  report  to  sound  entirely  as  a complaint.  There  have  been 
many  pleasant  events  during  the  year.  Our  students  were  represented  at  the 
Massachusetts  Convention  of  Art  Supervisors  in  Boston  last  March  by  a series 
of  large  drawings  depicting  scenes  in  Mexico. 

W e put  on  a representative  exhibit  of  our  year’s  work  at  the  Public  Library 
which  event  was  sponsored  by  the  Attleboro  Museum  of  Art. 

Often  students’  pictures  are  loaned  to  the  Children’s  Room  at  the  Library 
and  to  our  school  library.  Also  we  try  to  fill  reasonable  requests  from  the  city 
for  poster  and  illustrative  material  if  our  regular  lessons  are  not  made  to  suffer. 

The  Sketch  Club  started  on  its  second  year  with  20  promising  young  artists. 
It  always  pleases  me  to  know  that  these  young  people  enjoy  art  well  enough  to 
give  their  spare  time  to  it  without  hope  of  recognized  credit. 

I attended  the  Eastern  Arts  Convention  held  in  New  York  in  April.  There 
were  excellent  exhibits  of  new,  yet  dependable  art  materials,  and  the  lectures  were 
very  informative.  The  discussion  on  merchandise  display  as  a study  for  high 
school  students  was  most  interesting. 

In  time  I think  the  Art  Department  will  become  more  and  more  able  to 
serve  the  needs  and  wishes  of  our  boys  and  girls.  As  future  citizens  of  a jewelry 
city  they  must  have  all  the  professional  equipment  they  can  get  to  help  make 
Attleboro  a center  of  Art.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING,  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Art  Department  for  the  elemen- 
tary schools. 

During  the  past  year,  pupils,  teachers,  and  the  supervisor  alike  have  been 
extremely  active  in  this  field  of  study.  Evidence  of  such  activity  has  been 
manifested  by  the  following: 


Exhibit 

Sponsored  by  the  Attleboro  Museum  of  Art,  an  exhibit  of  the  art  work 
done  in  the  public  schools  of  Attleboro,  North  Attleboro,  Plainville  and  Norton 
was  shown  in  the  galleries  of  the  public  library,  March  14  through  March  22. 
At  this  time  gallery  talks  were  given  by  Miss  Todd  of  the  High  School  faculty 
and  myself. 

To  explain  the  aims  and  objectives  for  which  this  work  in  our  public  schools 
was  accomplished,  stimulation  of  originality,  skill,  and  the  relation  of  art  to 
other  subjects  was  emphasized. 

Examples  of  water  colors,  crayons,  pastels,  pencil  drawings,  pen  and  ink 
sketches,  handicraft,  murals,  creative  design  and  art  projects  were  included  in 
the  Attleboro  exhibit.  Public  interest  in  this  exhibit  was  evidenced  by  an 
attendance  of  2500  persons. 


Conventions 

As  a member  of  the  Eastern  Arts  Association,  I was  able  to  attend  the 
convention  held  March  31  through  April  3,  at  the  Hotel  Pennsylvania,  New 
York  City. 

The  convention  was  divided  into  three  major  divisions,  each  having  its 
general  meetings  and  conferences: 

Industrial  Arts 

Graphic  Arts 

Exhibits  and  Demonstrations 

The  theme  of  the  convention  was  “Art  is  Living.” 

During  the  inspection  of  school  exhibits,  I viewed  exhibits  of  art  work  done 
in  the  New  York  City  public  schools,  Pratt  Institute  and  Columbia  University. 
Columbia  University  gave  demonstrations  with  classes  of  children  working  under 
the  supervision  of  teachers  from  the  University  Training  School. 

Also  of  great  interest  was  an  exhibit  of  foreign  children’s  work  at  Radio 
City.  From  this  exhibit  alone,  it  was  possible  to  bring  back  many  ideas  and 
suggestions  to  our  schools  for  use  in  design  w^ork. 

Booths  displaying  the  latest  developments  in  materials  and  equipment  were 
inspiring  and  most  beneficial.  It  w^as  possible  to  obtain  many  samples  of  materials 
and  equipment  from  these  booths,  and  I now  have  them  on  display  in  my  office. 
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Survey 

This  year  time  and  materials  were  allowed  for  encouragement  and  correlation 
of  project  work,  in  the  grades,  with  the  art  work. 

During  the  month  of  May,  a “Project  Survey"  was  issued  to  all  teachers  in 
the  elementary  schools.  This  survey  allowed  each  teacher  to  list  the  number  of 
projects  completed  by  the  pupils  in  her  room  during  the  school  year  from  Septem- 
ber to  June. 

The  survey  showed  that  one  hundred  and  seven  projects  were  completed; 
that  many  of  these  projects  were  done  on  sand  tables,  or  art  project  tables;  while 
others  were  done  by  the  individual  or  class  notebook  method. 


Contests 

As  in  past  years,  pupils  made  posters  for  the  S.  P.  C.  A.  annual  poster  contest. 
Many  awards  were  obtained  for  their  efforts,  and  it  is  hoped  that  many  more  will 
be  received  this  year. 

At  the  request  of  the  Director  and  Vice-president  of  the  Community  Chest 
campaign,  the  pupils  in  grades  six,  seven  and  eight,  who  so  desired,  made  p-)sters 
in  the  interest  of  the  Community  Chest.  The  chosen  posters  were  placed  in 
store  windows  and  awards  of  merit  placed  upon  them.  A total  of  eighty-eight 
pupils  had  their  posters  exhibited. 


Visitations 

Because  I deem  it  essential  for  progress,  that  supervisors  and  teachers 
should  know  the  latest  developments  in  their  specialized  fields,  and  manifest  an 
interest  in  the  achievements  of  other  systems,  I attended  the  annual  spring 
exhibition  of  Junior  High  School  work,  in  the  Providence  public  schools. 

“A  “Hobby  Show  for  the  Improvement  of  Leisure  Time  Activities"  held  at 
the  Rhode  Island  Auditorium  in  Providence  in  October  was  interesting  and  in- 
spiring. This  show  made  evident  what  boys  and  girls  are  capable  of  doing  in 
leisure  time,  with  the  added  advantage  of  being  good  training. 

A visit  to  the  Lynn  school  system,  October  29  allowed  an  opportunity  for  me 
to  observe  other  classes,  to  talk  with  other  supervisors,  and  to  receive  valuable 
information  regarding  a permanent  course  of  study  in  art  education. 


Outlines 

This  year  beginning  in  September  every  teacher  from  grades  I through  VIII 
received  an  outline  of  work  in  art  education  which  included  objectives  for  the 
grade,  lessons  for  the  month,  a suggested  room  decoration,  a figure  chart,  a list  of 
art  activities  to  aid  in  project  work,  a list  of  materials  which  are  not  standard 
throughout  the  schools  but  may  be  obtained  upon  request  from  the  Supervisor, 
and  a list  of  eighty-seven  graded  suitable  projects,  many  of  which  were  taken 
from  the  “Project  Survey".  An  art  project  chart  was  also  included  in  the  out- 
lines. These  charts  are  kept  in  the  back  of  each  teacher’s  outline  and  will  be 
filled  out  as  a project  is  completed.  The  charts  allow  for  the  subject  matter 
taught  in  a project,  the  length  of  time  allowed  for  the  completion  of  a project, 
the  month  a project  is  completed,  and  the  method  used  in  working  out  the  project. 
Space  is  also  made  for  the  listing  of  other  correlated  subjects.  These  charts  are  of 
value  to  both  the  room  teacher  and  the  art  supervisor  in  that  each  will  know  what 
has  been  done  in  this  work. 
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Summary 

Conventions,  I believe,  are  of  utmost  importance  in  the  field  of  art  as  they 
afford  an  opportunity  to  keep  up  with  changing  trends;  and  art  is  of  little  value 
imless  it  serves  a definite  purpose  today,  not  yesterday. 

The  survey  which  was  issued  in  May  not  only  enabled  me  to  find  out  the 
number  of  projects  completed  and  the  months  that  the  teachers  taught  the 
various  subjects,  but  it  proved  that  all  of  the  art  tables  made  by  the  Vocational 
School  were  used  to  advantage,  and  that  the  cooperation  of  the  teachers  was 
splendid. 

Because  of  this  survey  and  other  important  clerical  work  which  I compiled 
during  the  year,  I would  appreciate  a filing  cabinet  for  such  use  to  be  kept  per- 
manently in  the  office. 

This  next  year  I hope  to  give  some  time  to  poster  study  in  the  endeavor  for 
better  and  more  posters  in  connection  with  the  S.  P.  C.  A.  contest.  These  posters 
are  sent  to  Boston  and  placed  with  others  from  various  cities  and  towns.  There- 
fore, I believe  we  should  strive  for  the  highest  standards  of  poster  work  possible 
in  Attleboro. 

With  the  change  of  schedule  this  fall,  which  gave  me  the  additional  responsi- 
bility of  the  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  I now  have  ninety-six  classes  to 
plan  for,  and  eighty-nine  to  visit  once  in  every  two  weeks. 

This  is  a full  program  necessitating  additional  planning  to  be  done  outside 
of  school  hours,  and  the  responsibility  of  giving  out  needed  materials.  However 
the  pleasure  I gain  working  with  these  upper  grade  classes  helps  to  make  my  work 
more  interesting. 

In  closing  this  report  it  is  my  pleasure  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation 
of  the  interest,  help  and  cooperation  which  are  much  in  evidence  throughout 
our  Attleboro  school  system.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Briefly,  our  school  program  of  physical  education  may  be  divided  into  three 
groups  as  follows:  outdoor  supervised  play  and  recess  periods;  indoor  activities; 
and  after  school  recreation  and  athletics. 

Play  is  the  child’s  natural  heritage.  It  is  his  vocation.  In  play  he  is 
released.  His  emotions  are  on  the  surface.  Because  he  throws  himself  into 
play  so  whole-heartedly,  because  his  emotions  and  racial  impulses  are  touched, 
because  these  emotions  may  run  the  gamut  from  the  finest  to  the  most  vicious  he 
needs  guiding.  He  needs  constant  help  so  that  he  may  adjust  satisfactorily  to  an 
environment  which  increasingly  demands  that  humans  live  together  unselfishly 
in  peace  and  harmony.  One  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  school  is  contributing 
to  a happy,  healthful,  well-adjusted  childhood  and  one  important  means  of 
achieving  this  goal  is  through  wise  play  guidance.  Teachers  have  cooperated 
splendidly  in  this  important  activity.  A visitor  to  any  of  our  playgrounds  would 
see  a teacher-supervised  play  program  in  which  all  children  are  engaged  in  room 
games.  An  earnest  attempt  is  being  made  continually  to  eliminate  all  rough 
play.  I honestly  believe  that  great  progress  has  been  made,  and  wish  to  give  the 
entire  credit  to  the  teachers  who  have  been  so  faithful  in  attending  to  their  play- 
ground duties. 
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Our  indoor  activities,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  have  to  be  confined  to  the 
schoolroom.  Pupil  leaders  groups  are  organized  and  trained  to  help  the  teachers 
in  this  work.  At  the  Finberg  School  gymnasium  classes  are  held  for  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grade  boys  and  girls.  This  program  consists  of  floor  work,  apparatus 
and  games.  A group  of  boys  from  the  Sanford  Street  School  enjoy  a period  at 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  gymnasium,  one  day  a week,  under  the  direction  of  the  public 
school  director.  The  room  work  consists  of  posture  exercises,  marching  tactics, 
games,  stunts,  dancing,  rhythms,  inter-room  athletic  competition,  and  posture 
tests. 

The  time  allotment  for  the  outdoor  and  indoor  work  is  ten  minutes  a day, 
exclusive  of  recess  periods.  This  makes  thirty  minutes  a day  available  for 
physical  activity. 

Special  attention  is  being  paid  to  posture  work.  This  past  year  three 
posture  tests  were  given  in  each  of  the  first  four  grades.  Records  were  kept  and 
posture  certificates  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  season  to  all  “A”  pupils.  Y e have 
only  touched  the  surface  as  yet,  but  satisfactory  results  have  been  attained.

All  the  indoor  basketball  work  is  done  at  the  high  school  gymnasium  during 
the  months  of  November,  December,  January,  February  and  March,  between 
the  hours  of  4:30  and  7:00  p.  m.  The  high  school  track  team  is  allowed  to  hold 
workouts  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  gymnasium  on  Monday  afternoons  during  the  months 
of  January,  February  and  March  through  the  kindness  of  the  association,  no 
equipment  being  available  for  this  work  at  the  high  school. 

During  the  past  year  a group  of  pupils  from  the  Richardson  School  were 
invited  by  Mr.  Raymond  Grayson,  State  Director  of  Physical  Education,  to 
give  a demonstration  of  table  tennis  at  the  annual  State  Conference  on  Physical 
Education,  held  at  the  Boston  English  High  School. 

The  annual  Health  Day  programs  were  held  early  in  June.  Each  school 
put  on  its  own  program  consisting  of  various  phases  of  physical  education.  The 
Sanford  Street  School  program  was  held  indoors  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A,  gymnasium 
and  proved  to  be  most  satisfactory.  Finberg  School  held  its  events  on  the  lawn  in 
front  of  the  new  school  building.  Bank  Street  and  Pleasant  Street  schools  used 
Horton  Field,  and  Tiffany  and  Capron  Schools  held  their  programs  at  Capron 
Park.  All  other  schools  used  their  own  playgrounds.  Hundreds  of  parents 
visited  the  schools  on  this  day. 

During  the  past  year  I attended  the  National  Aquatic  School  at  Camp 
Kiwanis,  South  Hanson,  Mass.,  for  two  weeks,  the  Northeastern  University 
Coaching  School,  the  annual  State  Conference  on  Physical  Education,  and  the 
Rhode  Island  Sports  Clinic. 

May  I extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  you,  the  school  committee,  and  to  all 
who  have  in  any  way  assisted  me  in  my  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I submit,  herewith,  my  report  as  School  Physician  for  the  year  1937. 

There  was  a notable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  contagious  disease 
as  compared  with  last  year.  Numerous  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  reported 
during  most  of  the  year.  The  majority  of  these  were  mild  in  character  so  that 
occasionally  a case  was  overlooked  by  the  parent.  In  consideration  of  the  situa- 
tion it  became  necessary  to  make  frequent  inspections  of  rooms  where  cases 
appeared.  These  were  made  daily  during  the  incubation  period  following 
exposure.  Several  cases  which  had  gone  unnoticed  were  found  during  the  in- 
spections, and  excluded. 

A severe  epidemic  of  grippe  colds  occurred  early  in  the  year  which  affected 
all  of  the  schools.  This  was  followed  by  an  outbreak  of  german  measles  which 
occurred  in  the  spring  months.  During  the  past  few  weeks  mumps  and  chicken 
pox  have  been  prevalent  in  a few  of  the  schools. 
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In  attempting  to  control  these  contagious  diseases  the  recommendations  of 
the  local  health  department  were  strictly  adhered  to.  Cooperation  of  the  school, 
the  parent  and  the  local  physicians  is  absolutely  necessary.  Each  child  having 
been  out  of  school  for  three  days  on  account  of  illness  is  required  to  present  a 
physician’s  certificate  that  he  is  free  from  contagious  disease  before  returning  to 
school.  This  is  an  entirely  precautionary  measure. 

The  annual  physical  examinations  again  demonstrated  the  large  percentage 
of  dental  deffects  among  the  pupils.  Through  the  continued  efforts  of  certain 
individuals  interested  in  better  dental  care,  the  institution  of  a dental  clinic  was 
realized  this  year.  The  direction  of  the  clinic  was  assumed  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment. A survey  of  each  school  child  has  been  made  and  the  results  charted. 
The  mechanics  of  the  actual  clinical  work  is  now  being  worked  out  so  that  when 
the  school  year  is  completed  we  may  anticipate  some  worth  while  results.  The 
emploj^ment  of  a dental  hygienist  greatly  strengthens  the  health  educationa  1 
program. 

The  supervision  of  the  child’s  health  during  the  school  year  can  only  be 
appreciated  when  one  stops  to  consider  the  numerous  branches  of  preventive 
medicine  which  are  today  available  to  each  school  child.  To  mention  some  of  the 
activities  of  these  groups  we  may  cite  the  following: 

1.  The  dental  clinic,  where  teeth  are  examined  and  recommendations 
for  treatment  are  given.  Also  instruction  on  the  care  of  the  teeth. 

2.  Diphtheria  prevention  clinics,  which  are  held  in  the  outlying  schools 
each  vear  at  which  both  school  and  pre-school  children  are  immmnzed  against 
diphtheria. 

3.  The  Chadwick  Clinic  and  the  Bristol  County  clinics  for  the  detection 
and  prevention  of  early  childhood  tuberculosis. 

4.  The  examination  and  grading  of  mentally  retarded  children  by  Dr. 
Patterson  of  the  W rentham  State  School.  Another  mental  clinic  is  held  at  the 
Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  at  monthly  intervals.  This  clinic  is  conducted 
under  the  direction  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

5.  A nose  and  throat  clinic  is  held  at  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  for 
the  benefit  of  the  indigent  children  needing  tonsilectomy. 

6.  The  various  social  agencies  may  be  mentioned  as  being  always  available 
and  of  assistance  to  the  school  health  program. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Health  Department  children  were  selected  for 
Health  Camps  from  the  undernourished  groups.  The  Bristol  County  Health 
Camp  which  is  financed  by  the  annual  sale  of  Christmas  Seals  provided  for  18 
boys  and  girls  during  the  months  of  July  and  August. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  the  cooperation  of  the  school  authorities,  the  school 
nurse,  the  Health  Department  and  the  district  nurses  as  demonstrated  throughout 
the  year  by  their  willingness  to  aid  in  the  control  of  contagious  disease  and  many 
of  our  health  problems.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December,  1937. 

Communicable  Diseases 

This  was  one  of  our  busiest  years  as  far  as  extra  inspections  were  concerned,. 
Due  to  the  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever,  hardly  a day  went  by  but  necessitated  the 
individual  inspection  of  the  children  in  one  or  more  classrooms.  Fortunately, 
these  cases  were  very  mild  and  there  were  no  serious  consequences.  But  due 
to  this  same  mildness  many  cases  escaped  diagnosis,  making  it  almost  an  im- 
possibility to  check  the  spread  of  the  disease.  Close  cooperation  with  the  Health 
Department  aided  us  greatly. 

Only  a few  cases  of  mumps,  chicken  pox  and  whooping  cough  were  reported 
from  December  until  June,  but  this  fall  we  have  had  many  cases  of  mumps  and 
a few  scattered  cases  of  chicken  pox. 

Many  cases  of  German  measles  were  reported  in  the  lower  grades  in  February, 
March  and  April. 

In  February  the  attendance  was  greatly  affected  by  the  presence  of  grippe. 

Altogether  4,622  individual  inspections  for  communicable  diseases  were 
made  alone  and  with  Dr.  Battershall. 


Physical  Examinations 

2,831  physical  examinations  were  made  by  the  school  physician  assisted 
by  the  nui*se.  1,429  or  47%  of  the  children  were  free  from  defect;  480  or  16% 
had  poor  nutrition,  1,066  or  35%  had  dental  decay;  71  or  2%  had  diseased  tonsils 
and  20  had  heart  murmurs.  Notification  of  these  defects  were  sent  home  on  a 
new  form  issued  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  This  form  consists 
of  3 slips;  one  for  the  notification  to  the  parent  of  the  defect;  the  second,  a “Parent 
Slip”,  for  checking  the  course  which  they  have  decided  to  follow  as  to  the  cor- 
rection, and  third,  the  “Physician’s  Certificate”  for  the  family  or  clinic  doctor 
to  fill  in  as  to  the  treatments  advised.  These  are  very  helpflil  in  the  follow-up 
work. 


Clinics 

Diphtheria  Prevention.  In  October,  the  school  physician  and  nurse  as- 
sisted the  Health  Department  with  their  Diphtheria  Prevention  Clinic.  Some 
80  children  and  babies  were  immunized  against  diphtheria. 

The  Chadwick  and  School  Cliiic.  In  January,  February  and  March  the 
two  clinics  for  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis  were  held.  One  is  the  Chadwick 
(fiinic,  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  which 
does  follow-up  work  on  a special  group,  and  the  other  is  the  School  Clinic,  con- 
ducted by  Bristol  County  for  grades  Vil,  IX  and  XI.  In  this  clinic  the  tubercu- 
lin test  is  given  to  th's  group  yearly,  followed  by  X-rays  and  physical  examinations 
wherever  necessary.  Of  course  the  consent  of  the  parent  is  first  received.  As 
soon  as  the  Chadwick  Clinic  becomes  smaller,  it  will  be  absorbed  by  the  County 
School  Clinic  which  will  make  it  much  less  confusing  to  the  parents  and  children. 

The  Mentally  Retarded  Children  were  examined  by  Dr.  Patterson  and  her 
assistant,  from  V\  rentham  State  School,  in  April.  The  new  plan  of  including 
problem  or  unusual  children  in  this  group,  to  take  the  place  of  the  group  14  years 
old  or  older  has  proven  of  great  value.  Although  little  is  actually  done  for  these 
retarded  children,  their  report  of  the  examination  including  their  l.Q.  (intelligence 
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quotient)  is  available  to  the  teacher  upon  request,  at  the  Superintendent’s  Office. 
Through  these  reports  the  teacher  can  readily  see  what  can  be  expected  of  the 
child  and  where  her  efforts  may  be  concentrated  to  get  the  best  results. 

The  Attleboro  Mental  Clinic  at  the  Sturdy  Hospital,  under  the  supervision 
of  Taunton  State  Hospital,  examined  6 children,  who  were  presenting  a problem 
to  their  parents  and  teachers.  Better  understanding  of  the  child  and  his  problems 
were  acquired  through  this  clinic’s  findings. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  Fewer  of  these  operations  were  arranged  for  this 
year  as  more  families  took  care  of  these  defects.  Nine  cases  were  operated  on  in 
May  in  preparation  f6r  camp. 

Vaccination  Clinic.  As  vaccinations  are  not  to  be  done  except  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Health  Department  and  not  in  a school  building,  the  old  school 
clinics  have  been  discontinued.  In  September  a clinic  was  held  at  the  Sturdy 
Hospital  under  the  supervision  of  the  Health  Department,  where  children  whose 
parents  were  unable  financially  to  go  to  their  own  doctor,  were  vaccinated. 

Ear  and  Eye  Defects.  Dr.  A.  C.  Conro  examined  23  children  who  were  sent 
to  him  for  examination.  These  children  were  outfitted  with  glasses  by  either 
their  parents  or  one  of  the  welfare  agencies.  This  year  I am  very  happy  that  the 
Attleboro  Teachers  Association  has  established  a fund  whereby  children  whose 
parents  are  not  receiving  welfare  aid  may  be  taken  care  of.  This  fund  will 
provide  for  a long  felt  need.  The  family  is  encouraged  to  return  the  money  spent 
for  the  glasses,  in  small  weekly  payments.  In  this  way,  the  child  has  the  benefit 
of  his  glasses  immediately.  Appreciation  of  their  cooperation  is  offered  to  Dr. 
A.  C.  Conro,  Mr.  St.  Marie  and  the  Bay  State  Optical  Company  who  have  helped 
us  to  make  this  project  a success. 

Dental  Clinic.  At  last  we  have  a Dental  Clinic!  This  is  one  project  that 
all  who  are  interested  in  health  work  and  its  effect  on  the  children  have  been  most 
anxious  about  for  years.  We  wish  it  all  the  success  possible  and  feel  that  great 
progress  has  been  made  in  our  school  health  program,  with  the  establishment 
of  this  clinic. 


Home  Calls 

History  taking  for  clinics,  preparation  of  children  for  camp,  the  correction 
of  defects,  cooperation  with  the  Attendance  Officer,  and  calls  in  response  to  the 
teacher  or  family  for  a clearer  interpretation  of  the  child  and  his  environment, 
were  some  of  the  reasons  for  making  the  191  home  calls  this  year.  • 


Health  Day 

This  celebration  took  place  on  June  8,  later  than  usual  because  of  the  nature 
of  the  activities.  “Play  Day”  has  succeeded  the  old  fashioned  Health  Day. 
Sports,  games,  folk  dancing  and  other  similar  activities  were  enjoyed  by  all  the 
schools.  Parents  were  invited  to  visit  the  classrooms  and  view  their  children’s 
work  at  the  completion  of  the  program. 


Health  Camp 

Eighteen  boys  and  girls  were  prepared  for  Bristol  County  Health  Camp. 
This  was  made  possible  through  the  sale  of  the  Christmas  Seals.  These  children 
were  recommended  by  the  County  and  State  Tuberculosis  Clinics.  Each  child 
stayed  a month,  and  returned  home  showing  not  only  a gain  in  weight,  but  a 
better  understanding  of  healthful  living. 
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Classes 

Infant  Hygiene  classes  were  held  at  the  Vocational  and  Continuation  School. 
Great  interest  was  shown  by  the  girls  in  these  classes  which  include  the  theory 
and  practice  of  caring  for  babies  ftom  birth  until  the  second  year. 


Professional  Improvement 

Meetings  were  attended  on  the  following  subjects:

Mental  hygiene 
Tuberculosis 
School  nursing 
Social  service 

Weekly  meetings  of  the  Public  Health  Workers  in  Attleboro  were  attended 
where  a round  table  discussion  of  local  cases  assists  greatly  in  clearing  up  many 
perplexing  problems.

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History  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital 

By  a generous  clause  in  the  will  of  Mrs.  Ellen  A.  Winsor,  the  homestead 
estate  of  her  father,  the  late  James  H.  Sturdy,  was  bequeathed  to  the  Town  of 
Attleborough  to  be  used  for  a general  hospital,  in  memory  of  James  H.  and  Adah 
S.  Sturdy.  In  addition  to  this  gracious  act,  Mrs.  Winsor  placed  her  residuary 
estate  in  a permanent  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  Albert  W.  and  Ellen  A.  Winsor 
Fund,  to  be  held  in  trust,  the  income  only  thereof  to  be  used  to  assist  in  the 
maintenance  of  said  hospital.  The  original  gift  of  real  estate  known  as  the 
Sturdy  Foundation,  is  valued  at  $30,000  and  the  personal  property  left  by  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  W insor,  known  as  the  Winsor  Foundation,  is  valued  at  $93,000.00. 

The  location  for  such  an  institution  was  ideal,  but  to  prepare  the  property 
for  modern  hospital  work  required  the  expenditure  of  a larger  sum  of  money 
than  the  town  officials  felt  warranted  at  this  time  in  asking  the  citizens  to  ap- 
propriate. At  this  crisis  the  Attleborough  Hospital,  a corporation  organized 
under  the  Massachusetts  laws,  came  forward  and  offered  to  take  the  property 
in  trust,  reconstruct  the  home  house,  build  new  additions,  erect  in  connection 
therewith  a modern  operating  wing,  equip  the  whole  plant,  and  open  the  institu- 
tion as  a general  hospital  to  be  known  as  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital. 

The  Town  of  Attleborough  at  a special  meeting  held  May  14,  1912,  accepted 
the  offer  of  the  Attleborough  Hospital,  and  in  due  time  placed  the  property  in 
question  in  trust  with  said  corporation. 

The  work  of  reconstruction  and  new  building  was  commenced  in  July,  1912, 
and  on  April  14, 1913,  after  an  expenditure  of  something  over  $30,000,  the  hospital 
was  opened. 

Again  in  July,  1914,  another  addition  was  made,  known  as  the  Nurses’ 
Home,  with  provisions  also  for  maternity  cases,  thus  making  30  beds  as  the  total 
capacity  of  the  hospital,  being  largely  possible  because  of  a gift  of  $10,000  from  the 
late  Fannie  M.  Tappan.  The  total  cost  of  this  addition  was  approximately 
$18,000,  and  the  balance  was  provided  from  income  from  trust  accounts  and 
individual  gifts. 

In  1922  Joseph  L.  Sweet,  President  of  the  Attleborough  Hospital  since  its 
beginning,  provided  for  the  erection  of  a $125,000  fireproof  addition  to  be  known 
as  the  Florence  Hayward  Sweet  Maternity  Building,  and  adding  21  beds  to  the 
capacity  of  the  hospital.  This  addition  was  opened  June  4,  1923,  and  the  gift 
included  a new  plant  and  boiler  house  situated  at  the  rear  of  the  lot  back  of  the 
present  Nurses’  Home,  providing  the  steam  and  heating  and  other  needs  of  the 
whole  hospital. 

With  the  realization  that  its  facilities  were  being  taxed  to  the  limit  and  the 
needs  of  a substantial  addition  pressing,  the  Board  of  Managers,  in  the  fall  of 

1924,  voted  to  undertake  a campaign  for  additional  funds.  ith  an  enthusiasm 
on  the  part  of  the  subscribers  and  workers  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  our  com- 
munity, this  campaign  was  brought  to  a successful  conclusion  on  February  9, 

1925,  with  total  pledges  of  over  $392,000,  the  objective  having  been  $300,000.00. 

The  Sturdy  Homestead,  formerly  the  main  hospital  was  relocated  in  the 
rear  of  the  Nurses’  Home,  giving  much  needed  additional  accommodation  for 
nurses,  and  a three  story,  sixty-five  room,  buff  brick  and  stone,  modern  hospital 
building  was  erected  on  the  site  of  the  old  hospital. 

The  new  unit  reached  such  a point  of  completion  as  to  permit  of  the  registra- 
tion of  the  first  patient  therein  on  July  25,  192b.  On  September  30th  the  building 
was  thrown  open  for  inspection  by  the  public,  and  while  no  formal  exercises  were 
attempted,  in  the  evening  a dinner  was  given  to  the  local  and  consulting  staffs, 
with  an  especially  splendid  representation  of  the  latter  who  were  exceedingly 
generous  in  their  commendation  of  the  entire  hospital  plant  and  its  equipment — 
highly  significant,  coming  from  professional  men  who  have  frequent  contacts 
with  the  very  best  hospital  facilities  in  the  country. 
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The  death  of  Joseph  L.  Sweet  in  July,  1932,  ended  the  services  of  one  who  has 
been  active  in  the  management  and  expansion  of  the  hospital  from  its  beginning. 
For  more  than  twenty  years,  he  was  president  of  the  corporation,  and  to  that  office 
he  brought  not  only  an  executive  ability,  but  the  financial  support  which  the 
institution  needed  so  badly.  He  was  intensely  interested  in  seeing  first,  that  the 
hospital  was  well  equipped  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community,  and  second,  that 
it  was  endowed  and  fortified  against  financial  stress. 

Up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  his  donations  exceeded  S207,000,  not  counting 
various  annual  gifts  given  from  time  to  time  for  needed  equipment  or  special 
purposes.  Under  his  will,  he  generously  provided  for  further  gifts,  of  which 
$155,000  has  already  been  received  and  added  to  the  permanent  funds.  Further- 
more, his  wifi  directed  that  the  residue  of  his  estate,  after  the  termination  of  the 
life  interest  of  his  widow,  should  be  paid  to  the  hospital. 

We  now  have  an  up-to-date  125  bed  hospital  with  a replacement  value  for 
the  plant  of  over  half  a million  dollars,  well  nigh  complete  in  its  appointments, 
with  well-equipped  and  competently  administered  X-Ray,  Laboratory  and  Physio- 
therapy departments. 

A capable  and  devoted  staff  of  physicians,  superintendent  and  nurses,  a 
consulting  staff  of  physicians  and  surgeons  of  wide  repute,  and  an  interested 
public,  largely  represented  through  the  effective  help  rendered  by  the  women’s 
organization  now  known  as  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  Aid  Association,  have 
resulted  in  the  development  of  one  of  the  finest  hospitals  in  New  England,  with  a 
standard  of  efficiency  equivalent  to  that  in  many  of  the  larger  and  well  known 
hospitals. 


R PORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 

January  10,  1938 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council: 

e submit  the  25th  annual  report  of  the  operation  of  Sturdy  Memorial 
Hospital  and  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  April  14,  1938,  marks  the  25th 
anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the  institution,  an  event  of  such  significance  as  to 
warrant  proper  recognition. 

Our  total  of  patients  admitted  annually  continues  to  increase — 2008  in  1937 
compared  with  1927  in  1936.  A slightly  less  number  of  babies  were  born  at  the 
hospital  during  the  past  year — 363  as  against  371  in  the  year  preceding,  but  if 
we  should  have  a home-coming  week  next  April  for  Sturdy-born  babies,  there 
would  be  several  thousand  of  them. 

More  patients  came  from  Attleboro,  Hebronville,  Dodgeville,  Attleboro 
Falls,  rentham,  Mansfield  and  Rehoboth — less  f rom  North  Attleboro,  Plainville, 
Norton,  Chartley,  Foxboro,  Seekonk  and  Franklin. 

The  Town  of  Mansfield,  Rehoboth  and  Seekonk  continued  their  annual 
contribution  of  $250  each,  thus  enabling  their  citizens  to  obtain  a rebate  on  ward 
rates. 

After  three  successive  years  of  an  excess  of  receipts  over  expenses,  we  have  to 
report  a slight  deficiency  for  1937 — $250.55,  thus  increasing  our  accumulated 
deficit  to  $13,450.37. 

It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  we  had  a substantial  amount  of  extra- 
ordinary expense  in  1937  some  of  which  might  properly  be  treated  as  capital 
investment.  Our  new  X-Ray  equipment,  washing  machine,  operating  table. 
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and  extensive  repairs  at  the  Winsor  cottage  cost  nearly  S6,000.  We  received 
special  contributions  toward  the  X-Ray  outfit  amounting  to  $2,790.00  and  were 
highly  gratified  at  the  generous  response  to  our  appeal  for  these  funds.  Especial 
mention  is  made  of  the  liberality  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Finberg  and  the  helpful 
and  productive  effort  of  Mr.  Frank  J.  Ryder  who  voluntarily  undertook  the 
solicitation  of  the  money  needed  to  renew  this  important  part  of  our  equipment. 

The  balance  of  the  Ellen  B.  McCabe  bequest  in  the  amount  of  $500.00  was 
received  in  1937. 


We  have  discussed  with  representatives  of  the  Associated  Hospital  Service 
their  plan  of  providing  hospital  care  to  their  subscribers  at  a reasonable  annual 
fee,  but  have  not  yet  worked  out  any  satisfactory  plan  for  collection  of  these 
annual  subscriptions  having  found  among  employees  and  employers  very  positive 
objection  to  handling  this  through  the  medium  of  another  payroll  deduction. 

We  renew  our  suggestion  relative  to  providing  a parking  area  in  the  rear  o^ 
the  hospital.  Conditions  on  Park  Street  for  a considerable  distance  during  visit- 
ing hours  in  the  early  evening  are  extremely  hazardous  for  pedestrians  and  through 
traffic  and  a great  hindrance  in  case  of  fire  at  the  hospital  or  on  neighboring 
property. 

The  fact  that  we  are  able  to  report  a Class  A rating  each  year  does  not  indicate 
that  conditions  are  merely  static  for  the  standards  of  the  American  College  of 
Surgeons  are  being  raised  constantly  and  we  are  able  to  keep  pace  with  these  only 
because  of  the  devoted  and  competent  services  of  our  splendid  staff  of  doctors 
and  nurses  together  with  the  assistance  so  freely  bestowed  by  the  Hospital  Aid, 
church  and  club  organizations  and  the  bounteous  response  on  Donation  Day. 


The  figures  below  show  the  amounts  expended  by  the  City  of  Attleboro  for 
the  hospital  in  1937  and  our  estimated  requirements  for  the  same  items  in  1938.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HOSPITAL  LIBRARY  SERVICE 

During  the  year  1937  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  for  reading 
material  outside  the  recreational  field.  Although  any  material  of  this  nature 
is  not  generally  kept  at  the  Hospital,  the  requests  were  filled  as  soon  as  possible 
from  the  central  library.  These  requests  came  from  patients  and  employees  both. 
Particularly  noticeable  were  the  requests  made  by  many  of  the  men  patients 
for  books  on  scientific  subjects. 

At  this  time  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  those  who  made  it  possible 
for  me  to  circulate  among  the  patients  the  many  current  magazines  which  were 
subscribed  to  by  the  Attleboro  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company.  The  lack  of 
current  magazines  has  long  been  felt  in  this  branch  of  the  library  service  and  it  is 
indeed  gratifying  to  have  this  need  so  well  supplied  now.

Submit  the  following  brief  summary  of  the  work  done  on  the  Surgical  Service 
during  the  year  1937,  just  ended:

This  represents  an  increase  of  55  admissions  to  the  surgica]  service  over  the 
year  before.  As  a result  of  this  increase  there  were  1220  operations  performed, 
as  compared  to  1173  the  preceding  year,  making  this  the  largest  year  since  the 
hospital  was  opened. 

Among  the  394  cases  upon  whom  major  operations  were  performed,  there 
were  26  deaths,  giving  an  operative  mortality  of  6.6%.  Of  the  926  cases  upon 
whom  minor  operations  were  performed  there  was  one  death,  which  could  in  no 
way  be  ascribed  to  the  operative  procedure. 

The  total  operative  mortality  for  combined  major  and  minor  cases,  of  which 
there  were  1220,  was  2.2%.  Of  the  remaining  30  fatal  cases,  death  occurred  as  a 
result  of  accidental  injuries  in  23,  and  no  operation  was  performed  on  the  other  7. 
tleven  of  the  deaths  due  to  accidental  injuries  followed  automobile  accidents 
which  represents  a decided  increase  over  preceding  years,  and  should  be  a most 
convincing  argument  in  the  campaign  for  highway  safety. 

Careful  analysis  of  the  operative  deaths  shows  that  a large  majority  of  these 
were  among  a debilitated,  usually  senile,  group,  often  complicated  by  permanent 
circulatory  or  kidney  damage,  with  intercurrent  surgical  disease,  demanding 
operative  treatment  in  the  forlorn  hope  of  prolonging  life,  or  alleviating  suffering, 
l o substantiate  these  findings,  it  was  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  whole  26 
patients  who  succumbed  following  major  operations  only  two  were  under  fifty 
years  of  age. 

To  offset  this  group,  however,  there  was  a much  larger  number  of  similar 
cases  in  which  the  operations  were  successful,  and  should  result  in  many  years  of 
comfortable,  happy  existence  instead  of  an  otherwise  hopeless  outlook  for  the 
future. 

More  than  three  times  as  many  transfusions  were  given  during  1937  as  in  the 
preceding  year,  which  denotes  the  growing  confidence  in,  and  increased  use  by 
the  Staff  members  of  this  valuable  and  frequently  life  saving  therapeutic  measure. 

Our  record  in  appendicitis  cases  continues  to  be  a source  of  much  satisfaction 
to  the  members  of  the  surgical  group.  During  1937  there  were  191  operations 
for  appendicitis  without  a single  death  from  this  oftentimes  dangerous  disease. 

The  replacement  of  the  old  operating  table  in  one  of  the  operating  rooms  with 
a new,  and  thoroughly  modern  table,  has  been  very  much  appreciated  by  the 
surgeons  and  anaesthetists.  It  has  helped  a great  deal  in  our  daily  work,  as  has 
also  the  new  N-Ray  equipment,  which  has  made  possible  a very  definite  improve- 
ment in  the  quality  of  pictures  turned  out  by  the  X-Ray  department. 

The  usual  devotion  to  duty  and  unfailing  interest  in  the  patients  entrusted 
to  their  care,  which  we  have  learned  to  expect  from  the  members  of  the  Staff, 
has  been  most  apparent  at  all  times. 

In  closing  1 should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Board  of 
Managers,  the  Superintendent,  and  nurses  for  the  sincere  attitude  of  helpfulness 
and  cooperation  which  has  existed  at  all  tim.es  throughout  the  year.

Gentlemen : 

I herein  submit  to  you  the  report  and  summary  of  the  work  done  by  the 
members  of  the  Staff  of  the  medical  service  during  the  year  1937. 

There  was  an  increase  of  thirty-one  in  the  number  of  patients  admitted  on 
the  medical  service.  The  increase  was  mainly  in  adult  patients,  for  the  added 
number  of  children  was  not  in  proportion  to  the  adult  admissions.  A decided 
advantage  would  accrue  to  the  hospital  could  the  number  of  children  admitted 
to  the  service  be  increased,  for  here  we  find  the  least  work  offered  to  the  student 
nurses. 

There  are  some  illuminating  and  instructive  data  concerning  the  patients 
entering  the  hospital  on  the  medical  service.  Twenty-five  were  in  the  hospital 
for  twenty-four  hours  and  fifteen  of  them  died,  fourteen  for  forty-eight  hours  and 
five  died,  and  thirteen  for  seventy-two  hours  and  two  died.  These  figures  show  a 
very  high  death  rate  for  the  first  forty-eight  hours  after  admission.  It  is  patent 
that  quite  a per  cent  of  the  cases  were  practically  moribund  when  entering  the 
hospital,  and  no  effort  of  the  physician  would  make  any  change  in  the  outcome. 
Such  admissions  create  a hopeless  situation  for  the  physicians  on  service. 

This  is  a matter  which  deserves  the  careful  consideration  of  the  hospital 
authorities  and  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  hospital.

casualties  are  largely  avoided.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  note  the  extreme  in- 
frequency of  such  complications  as  Eclampsia  and  all  forms  of  toxemia. 

The  excellent  nursing  supervision  and  care  has  reduced  the  occurrence  of 
Impetigo  to  almost  nil. 

Breast  abscesses  and  post-partum  infection  are  totally  absent  or  of  most 
rare  occurrence.

During  the  year  1937  the  Department  of  Anesthesia  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial 
Plospital  has  continued  along  the  lines  of  progress  indicated  in  former  reports. 

Preoperative  anxiety  and  postoperative  discomfort  are  being  constantly 
minimized.  e feel  that  this  is  due  to  the  increasing  practise  of  preoperative 
consultations  and  the  wider  use  of  basal  anesthetics.  Ihe  field  of  anesthesia  is 
constantly  widening,  and  the  members  of  this  service  are  utilizing  such  measures 
as  are  safe  and  available  for  the  type  of  surgical  cases  seen  in  this  community. 

Anesthesia  administered  to  hospital  and  private  patients  by  the  members  of 
the  Anesthesia  department  totaled  1373  cases.  This  includes  various  methods 
best  adapted  to  the  individual  case. 

I wish  to  once  more  thank  the  medical  and  surgical  departments,  both 
physicians  and  nursing  staff  for  the  unfailing  courtesy  and  cooperation  during 
the  year.

Deficit — General  Fund : 

Disbursements  exceeded  receipts  by  $250.55  during  1937  resulting  in  an 
increase  in  the  deficit  on  the  cash  basis  from  $13,199.82  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  to  $13,450.37  at  the  close. 

A comparison  of  the  deficit  on  the  cash  basis  with  the  deficit  as  it  would  be

Cash — Trust  Fund: 

All  trust  fund  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  were  checked  in  detail  and 
found  in  order.  Cash  in  the  bank  was  verified  through  correspondence. 

Trust  Fund  Investments: 

All  securities  were  examined  at  the  First  National  Bank  and  properly  ac- 
counted for.  Certificates  of  deposit  were  seen  for  $5,000.00  Lincoln  Mortgage 
& Title  Guarantee  Company,  $5,000.00  Brown  Company,  and  $580.00  National 
Bondholders  Corp.  bonds,  all  of  which  are  in  default.  Liquidating  dividends 
amounting  to  $120.00  were  received  during  1937  from  the  National  Bondholders 
Corp,  A certificate  for  fifty  shares  of  Humarock  & North  River  Land  Ass’n 
was  seen.  This  item  is  carried  at  no  value  on  the  books. 

The  balance  of  the  Ellen  B.  McCabe  bequest  in  the  amount  of  $500.00  was 
received  in  1937. 

Amounts  deposited  in  the  Attleboro  Savings  Bank  in  six  accounts  were 
verified  through  correspondence. 

No  additions  to  fixed  asset  accounts  were  made  in  1937  and  no  depreciation 
has  been  set  up  for  buildings  and  equipment,  in  accordance  with  past  practice. 

By  acceptance  of  an  offer  made  to  all  of  the  stockholders,  two  hundred  shares 
of  Royal  "U  eaving  Company  stock  were  sold  in  1937  for  $15,690.00.  This  stock 
was  a portion  of  an  original  bequest  of  404  shares  which  were  carried  on  the  books 
at  the  date  of  bequest  for  $50,334 . 30.  In  1926,  204  shares  were  sold  for  $39,168.00 
which  price  showed  a profit  of  $13,751 .66  over  book  value.  Also  in  1926  a reserve 
for  possible  loss  on  the  remaining  200  shares  was  set  up  in  the  amount  of  $4,917.96, 
reducing  the  book  value  to  $20,000.00,  Although  the  sale  in  1937  indicated  a 
further  loss  of  $4,310.00  the  net  result  since  the  stock  was  received  shows  a profit 
over  the  amount  bequeathed  of  $4,523. 70. 

Details  of  investments  are  shown  in  schedule  D-1.  Market  values  of  bonds 
on  December  31,  1937  amounted  to  $293,832.50  as  compared  with  the  cost  of 
$310,248.26. 


Bonding  and  Insurance: 

All  fire  insurance  policies  are  in  the  possession  of  the  City  of  Attleboro  and 
were  not  examined. 

The  treasurer’s  bond  for  $10,000.00  expiring  on  January  9,  1938  was  seen. 
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Policies  covering  boiler  insurance  and  general  public  liability  insurance 
were  also  seen.

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Report  of  Board  of  Public  Welfare 


January  26,  1938 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Honorable  City  Council: 

Gentlemen : 

In  compliance  with  the  City  Ordinances,  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Public  \\  elfare  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1937,  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  total  number  of  individuals  aided  during  the  year  was  1,855  representing 
756  families  or  cases,  at  a gross  expense  for  all  divisions  of  $188,668.63.  Against 
this  amount  there  was  billed  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  $46,757.64 
for  the  case  of  persons  having  no  legal  settlement  and  $6,051.93  was  charged  to 
other  cities  and  towns  for  the  support  of  persons  residing  here  and  settled  else- 
where. These  credits  of  $52,809.57  bring  the  net  direct  cost  of  the  Department 
for  the  year  to  $135,863.06  or  $6.22  per  capita  based  on  the  1935  census. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  total  expenditures  as  ap- 
propriated by  the  City  amount  to  $188,668.63  there  was  also  spent  the  following 
Federal  Grants: 


Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance .$52,474.55 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children 5,679.00 

Old  Age  Assistance  Administration 1,985.54 


Total  Federal  Reimbursement 60,139.09 


This  figure  added  to  $188,668.63  makes  a total  expenditure  for  the  entire  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  1937 — $248,807.72 

The  largest  case  load  was  attained  during  the  second  week  of  January  of 
262  cases  and  the  lowest  the  last  week  in  June,  182.  The  case  load  began  to 
increase  earlier  this  past  year  than  in  previous  years  as  you  will  note  from  the 
.attached  Schedule  marked  ‘‘A”.  Close  cooperation  was  maintained  with  the 
W.  P.  A.  office  in  order  to  place  men  to  work  and  thereby  reduce  the  expenditures 
of  this  Department. 

It  was  possible  during  the  year  to  send  100  boys  to  CCC  Camp.  In  most 
cases  boys  representing  families  on  the  Welfare  were  chosen  and  in  this  way  the 
aid  given  to  these  families  reduced. 

The  Old  Age  Assistance  has  increased  84  cases  over  the  number  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year.  There  are  still  a large  number  of  persons  on  the  Outside 
Relief  who  are  ineligible  for  Old  Age  Assistance  because  they  are  not  citizens. 
Your  attention  is  called  to  Schedule  B attached.  You  will  note  that  of  the 
$112,045.15  spent  for  Old  Age  Assistance,  .485%  is  contributed  by  the  Federal 
Government;  .342%  by  the  State;  and  .172%  by  the  City. 

Expenditures  for  the  Cit}^  Infirmary  were  $7,605.01.  The  number  of  in- 
mates at  the  City  Infirmary  were  as  follows:

ANNUAL  REPORT 


. The  average  number  of  inmates  throughout  the  year  was  16.  The,  weekly 
cost  of  maintaining  each  inmate,  including  the  matron  and  helper,  was  $8.12. 
It  must  be  remembered  that  the  majority  of  the  inmates  are  sickly  or  bedridden 
and  that  there  should  be  at  least  one  paid  attendant  for  every  8 inmates  and  that 
this  situation  is  entirely  handled  by  the  Matron  which  again  speaks  well  for  her 
ability  to  handle  and  operate  the  City  Infirmary  at  a minimum  expense. 

We  wish  to  exphasize  the  importance  of  a properly  trained  staff,  with  pro- 
vision for  the  payment  of  salaries  that  are  in  line  with  the  responsibility  of  the 
various  positions  and  with  due  regard  to  the  training  and  experience  of  each  staff 
member. 

All  position  should  be  properly  classified  and  a graduated  salary  scale  should 
be  established.  There  should  be  a minimum  entrance  salary  with  automatic 
yearly  increases  over  a given  number  of  years  until  a fixed  salary  is  reached. 

This  would  tend  to  improve  the  morale  of  the  entire  staff  and  make  for  a 
greater  department  efficiency. 

The  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  has  increased  26  cases  over  the  number  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year.  Your  attention  is  called  to  Schedule  B attached. 
You  will  note  that  of  the  $26,405.67  spent  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  .19%  is 
contributed  by  the  Federal  Government;  .33%  by  the  State;  and  .47%  by  the 
City. 

Also  attached  is  a schedule  marked  ^‘D”  which  shows  the  total  expenditures 
in  the  entire  state  of  the  various  Departments  according  to  Cities  the  size  of 
Attleboro. 

The  Board  appreciates  the  whole  hearted  cooperation  given  by  His  Honor 
the  Mayor,  and  the  City  Council  which  has  made  it  possible  to  provide  sufficiently 
for  the  needs  of  every  case  during  the  year.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Attleboro, 

Gentlemen : 

A statement  of  operations  for  the  year  1937  is  enclosed  herewith  giving  you 
statistical  and  financial  figures  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Library  for  the  year. 

The  library  more  and  more  is  becoming  to  be  not  only  a recreational  outlet 
for  our  citizens  but  a great  informational  som’ce  as  well.  Business  as  well  as 
students  are  using  the  library  to  a greater  extent  than  ever  before  for  source 
material  and  have  found  an  ever  willing  and  intelligent  staff  to  help  them  in  their 
research  work.  This  has  of  necessity  demanded  the  replenishing  of  technical 
books  as  well  as  the  acquisition  of  new  material,  which  is  expensive,  but  which 
we  feel  is  necessary  if  the  library  is  to  serve  the  community  as  it  should  be  served. 
\\  hile  we  have  naturally  had  to  sacrifice  the  recreational  reading  in  order  to  build 
up  our  technical  branch  and  which  has  of  course  subjected  us  to  criticism  for  not 
having  more  of  the  new  books,  we  are  hopeful  that  the  coming  year  may  provide 
funds  enough  so  that  we  may  more  nearly  please  all  our  reading  public. 

We  have  been  most  furtunate  in  our  staff  workers.  The  turnover  has  been 
very  slight.  This  year  deprived  us  of  two  of  our  staff  through  marriage,  but 
through  an  understudy  system  the  routine  work  was  able  to  function  satisfactorily. 
We  deeply  regret  losing  the  services  of  Mrs.  Holt  and  Mrs.  Dwinnells  who  have 
served  the  library  not  only  efficiently  but  interestingly. 

Many  repairs  were  made  in  the  past  year  which  were  expensive  and  ate  into 
our  income.  After  patching  and  patching  on  the  roof  we  had  to  finally  come  to 
putting  on  a new  one  entirely  which  owing  to  the  construction  of  the  building 
was  most  expensive.  The  new  heating  system  required  adjustment  and  painting 
and  other  normal  repairs  seemed  to  pile  in . 

We  are  looking  into  1938  with  high  hopes  and  ambitious  plans.  The  Attle- 
boro Public  Library  Joseph  L.  Sweet  Aiemorial  must  go  forward  and  uphold 
the  traditions  of  its  founders'and  be  an  institution  which  the  citizens  of  Attleboro 
calling  it  their  own,  may  well  be  proud.

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STATEMENT  OF  OPERATIONS 

1937 

Attleboro  Public  Library,  Joseph  L.  Sweet  Memorial 
Attleboro,  Massachusetts 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library, 

Joseph  L.  Sweet  Memorial: 

In  the  anim.al  kingdom  those  forms  of  life  which  exist  for  brief  periods  only, 
mature  rapidly,  while  those  which  have  a greater  life  span,  develop  at  a much 
slower  rate.  A similar  condition  is  noticed  in  institutions.  Those  which  are 
most  closly  allied  to  the  cultured  development  of  a community,  grow  very  slowly, 
and  the  processes  of  development  are  frequently  marked  by  periods  which  are 
erratic.  Business  and  political  conditions,  the  public  temper,  sensitivity  to 
creative  forces,  may  in  either  positive  or  negative  forms,  result  in  set-backs  or 
in  expansion. 

The  life  span  of  a Public  library  can  not  be  computed,  but  when  it  has  been 
housed  in  one  building  for  thirty  years,  it  can  safely  be  said  to  have  passed  the 
adolescent  stage. 

It  was  on  November  11,  1907,  that  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  opened  its 
doors  and  book  stock  to  the  public.  The  construction  and  finish  and  equipment 
were  planned  for  beauty  and  long-time  service.  That  a generation  of  library 
users  has  been  accommodated  with  but  few  major  changes,  is  a testimony  to  the 
vision  of  those  who  dreamed  of  and  worked  for  such  a building. 

The  end  of  1937  finds  all  available  shelving  space  on  the  main  floor  in  use, 
and  the  necessit}’-  for  constant  contriving  to  accommodate  the  periodicals  and 
newspapers  and  miscellaneous  material  which  must  be  conserved  for  reference 
use.  \\  ork-room  space  is  at  such  a premium  that  work  tables  have  had  to  be 
installed  in  a corner  of  the  basement  stack  floor  and  in  the  drafty  and  poorly 
lighted  space  intended  as  unpacking  and  supply  quarters.  The  main  desk  is 
no  longer  suitable  to  handle  the  registrations  of  the  increasing  number  of  borrow- 
ers, and  the  growing  circulation  of  books,  magazines’  pamphlets  and  pictures, 
while  the  card  catalog  files  are  so  overcrowded  that  many  hours  of  the  cataloger’s 
time  must  be  spent  in  making  continual  adjustments  to  accommodate  new  cards. 

The  book  collection,  due  to  frequent  emergency  financial  matters  which  have 
prevented  replacement  of  worn  out  volumes  and  sufficient  duplication  of  new  titles, 
has  now  reached  a state  of  extreme  shabbiness.  The  branches  at  i)od'.?^vfll 
ilebronville.  South  Attleboro,  and  \\  ashington  School  are  forced  to  wait  some- 
times a year  before  newly  published  titPs  are  available,  while  r'^s^rv?  lists  of 
popular  titles  at  the  central  library  often  run  from  six  to  nine  months.  The 
book  collection,  as  a whole,  is  distressingly  insufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  a 
community  which  within  a year  reads  the  equivalent  of  nearly  three  times  the 
total  book  stock. 

F>ut  overcrowded,  inconvenient,  and  inadequate  for  present  day  needs  as  the 
building  is,  the  Attleboro  Libraiy  has  tried  wholeheartedly  to  provide  recreation 
and  information  and  inspiration  of  a standard  that  would  interpret  the  ideals  of 
those  whose  belief  in  the  joy  and  value  to  be  found  in  books  made  the  Attleboro 
Public  Library  possible.  During  the  ycaj-s,  the  boards  of  trustees,  the  librarians, 
and  the  members  of  the  staff  have  constantly  worked  for  a public  library  which 
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would  represent,  not  a charitable  institution  to  be  supported  from  a sense  of 
philanthropy,  but  a vital  force,  increasingly  necessary  to  the  cultural  develop- 
ment of  the  city.  Whatever  accomplish^ments  have  been  made  toward  this 
goal,  have  been  made  possible  by  the  understanding  of  problems  by  city  ap- 
propriating bodies  and  the  generosity  of  friends  whose  contributions,  both  tangible 
and  intangible,  have  been  a factor  in  building  up  that  morale  without  which 
nothing  can  be  accomplished. 

Each  yearly  summary  of  needs  and  hopes,  of  short-comings  and  accomplish- 
ments, changes  in  details,  but  each  year  finds  the  library  serving  a greater  portion 
of  the  city’s  population,  and  in  a wider  range  of  subjects;  each  year  increases  the 
amount  of  reference  use  made  of  the  library’s  resources,  and  each  year  makes 
increasing  demands  upon  the  personnel. 

During  the  past  ten  years,  there  has  been  but  slight  turnover  in  the  staff 
membership,  and  the  plan  of  understudy  appointments  has  provided  for  con- 
tinuity of  trained  workers.  The  resignations  were  regretfully  received  of  Mrs. 
Segrid  Lindbeck  Holt,  Senior  Assistant  in  charge  of  the  art  and  technical  section, 
and  Mrs.  Evelyn  Hoecke  Dwinnells,  Junior  Assistant,  who  has  supervised  the 
mending  and  repair  of  books.  Miss  Grace  C.  Freese  has  been  appointed  to 
succeed  Mrs.  Holt  and  Miss  Virginia  Cate,  an  apprentice  worker,  will  begin  the 
new  year  as  Junior  Assistant. 

The  changes  in  personnel  have  made  necessary  a realignment  of  work  sched- 
ules, but  as  versatility  is  a prime  requisite  in  the  appointment  to  staff  membership, 
the  redistribution  of  tasks  has  been  accomplished  with  surprisingly  little  dis- 
turbance of  the  work  of  the  library. 

The  work  of  the  library  is  to  supply  books  and  information.  WTat  the 
Attleboro  Library  accomplished  in  1937,  and  what  the  costs  were,  so  far  as  can  be 
listed  statistically,  will  be  found  in  the  appended  tables. 

A generation  has  passed  since  the  opening  of  the  present  building;  the 
foundations  have  been  laid.  May  the  year  1938  mark  the  beginning  of  a maturing, 
but  ever  alert,  development  of  the  Public  Library  as  an  indispensable  force  in 
the  development  of  the  city.

To  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  Attleboro,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

I hereby  submit  my  thirteenth  Annual  Report  as  Superintendent  of  Parks 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1937. 

In  my  estimation,  1937  was  the  banner  year  in  Capron  Park  for  accomplish 
ments  and  permanent  improvements. 

The  Harford  A.  Capron  Zoo  building  was  completed,  and  accepted  by  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners  early  in  1937,  and  an  estimated  30,000  persons  have 
walked  through  the  building  in  the  ten  months  it  has  been  open  to  the  Public. 

A new  bath  house  of  permanent  construction,  including  lockers,  toilets  and 
showers,  was  erected  with  a W.  P.  A.  Federal  grant  for  Labor,  and  all  the  Material 
for  this  new  Building  was  paid  for  by  Mrs.  Harold  E.  Sweet,  in  memory  of  her 
parents,  Albert  K.  and  Mary  H.  Hunton. 

The  new  Memorial  Entrance  from  County  Street  of  Westerly  Red  Granite, 
and  Iron  Arch  was  given  to  the  Park  by  Mrs.  Mabel  Carpenter  Mason,  and  Edith 
Capron  Mooers  Estate,  and  Harford  A.  Capron  fund,  in  memory  of  the  donors 
of  the  44  acres  of  land  donated  to  the  town  of  Attleboro  for  a Park  in  1901 . Mr. 
Everett  Capron,  Mrs.  Eliza  Capron  Carpenter,  and  Harford  A.  Capron. 

There  was  560  square  yards  of  macadam  and  tar  roadway  put  in  by  the 
Deveney  Company,  and  they  gave  us  a much  better  job  than  the  agreement 
called  for,  and  for  which  the  Park  Board  should  be  grateful  to  Mr.  Deveney. 
The  money  for  this  roadway  was  appropriated  by  the  Mayor  and  Municipal 
Council.  I recommend  that  something  be  done  to  improve  all  of  the  roads  in 
the  Park  in  the  near  future. 

A new  building  was  erected  for  housing  the  Bear,  Lynx  and  Raccoons  with 
four  rooms  and  four  yards  all  inclosed  with  new  diamond  mesh  wire,  also  a new 
fence  of  the  same  construction  from  the  Bath  House  to  a corner  in  rear  of  Zoo, 
and  then  at  right  angles  120  feet  north  towards  center  drive  of  Park. 

There  were  two  stone  retaining  walls,  100  feet  in  length,  flanking  the  drive- 
way to  the  basement  in  Zoo  Building,  which  had  to  be  built  on  account  of  the 
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grade  around  the  new  building.  Another  retaining  wall  was  erected  on  the 
South  side  of  the  building,  which  was  built  of  Connecticut  flat  stone,  and  two 
sets  of  steps  in  the  rear  of  the  Zoo  building,  one  set  of  7 steps  which  was  9 feet 
wide,  and  another  set  of  5 steps,  which  was  6 feet  wide.  These  were  all  made  of 
slate  stone  and  will  last  forever,  and  a 12  foot  granolithic  walk  in  front  of  the 
Zoo  building,  and  a 9 foot  walk  on  the  South  side  and  rear  of  the  Building. 

About  5700  yards  of  filling,  sand,  gravel,  subsoil  and  loam  was  handled 
around  the  building,  and  to  fill  in  the  hollow  where  the  old  Zoo  Building  formerly 
stood.  In  order  to  fill  in  as  much  as  we  had  to,  it  was  necessary  to  build  wells 
around  each  tree  in  order  to  save  them,  and  about  200  trees  were  trimmed  and 
expert  cavity  done  on  17  trees. 

\^*ater  pipes  were  laid  to  the  Deer  yard,  and  to  the  new  bath  house,  also  in 
the  Spring  when  we  turned  on  the  water  to  the  Shelter  house,  the  pipes  gave  way 
in  the  partitions,  and  instead  of  connecting  with  the  old  pipeline  that  was  laid 
27  years  ago,  we  laid  new  pipe  from  the  main  line  to  the  Shelter  house.  The  old 
1 1-2  inch  line  that  was  put  in  27  years  ago,  now  only  furnishes  water  for  3 hose 
connections  and  the  2 Bubblers,  and  that  because  that  old  line  was  laid  7 feet 
deep,  and  is  therefore  the  coldest  water  supply  we  have  in  the  Park. 

A new  Seat  was  donated  by  the  Pierian  Club,  and  this  was  placed  in  the 
Pierian  Crove,  and  the  Park  Board  is  grateful  to  the  Bierian  Club  members  for 
this  gift. 

The  Swimming  Pool  and  Playground  were  well  patronized  and  appreciated 
by  the  children,  also  the  nine  weeks  of  supervision,  and  if  the  tax  payers  of  Attle- 
boro, would  come  down  to  the  Park  and  stay  awhile,  and  watch  the  children,  and 
see  for  themselves  just  how  the  children  are  partaking  of  health  and  happiness, 
they  would  feel  better  about  their  taxes. 

I want  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  for  their 
help  and  cooperation  at  all  times,  the  Chief  of  Police  and  his  men  for  the  splendid 
way  they  handled  parking  and  traffic  on  all  occasions  when  their  help  was  reeded 
at  the  Park,  also  the  playground  Supervisors  for  their  untiring  efforts  in  promoting 
the  health  and  happiness  of  the  children  of  Attleboro.

CAPRON  PLAYGROUND  REPORT— 1937 

Mr.  S.  M.  Stone; 

Several  years  ago  at  a Recreation  Congress  one  of  the  speakers  predicted  a 
situation  which  at  that  time  of  nation-wide  prosperity  seemed  utterly  incredible, 
namely  that  providing  for  leisure  time  activities  would  .become  a very  vital 
problem  in  every  community.  Time  has  shown  him  to  be  a true  prophet.  Attle- 
boro, through  the  generosity  of  some  of  her  citizens,  and  the  foresight  of  her 
officials,  has  been  well  prepared  to  solve  this  problem  in  the  man}"  facilities  pro- 
vided ait  Capron  Park^  for  a varied  recreation  program.  Foremost  among,  the 
gifts  for  an  activity  schedule  is,  of  course,  the  Hunton  Pool.  The  new  bathhouse 
has  entirely  solved  many  of  the  problems  confronting  the  workers  in  past  years. 
The  old  handicaps  which  have  been  eliminated  in  the  new  structure  include  in- 
adequate protective  partitions,  lack  of  toilet  and  shower  bath  facilities,  and  poor 
ventilation  among  other  things.  The  new  building,  after  a season’s  tryout,  has 
proved  to  be  very  satisfactory,  and  1 wish  to  publicly  thank  Mrs.  11.  E.  Sweet, 
the  donor,  on  behalf  of  the  children,  for  this  magnificant  structure.  Incidentally. 
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the  supervision  of  the  pool  now  takes  up  most  of  the  playground  worker’s  time, 
It  is  only  possible  for  the  woman  worker  to  devote  one  hour  of  her  time,  both 
morning  and  afternoon,  to  other  activites.  The  man  worker  must  put  in  the 
entire  morning  on  the  baseball  field,  and  most  of  the  afternoon  at  the  pool. 
The  various  other  activites  must  be  supervised  in  spare  moments  during  the  day 
and  very  often  after  hours.  These  activities  include  softball,  playground  ball, 
batball,  volleyball,  soccerball,  tether  ball,  quoits,  handball,  basketball,  play  on  the 
apparatus,  and  many  other  games  too  numerous  to  mention.  Handicraft 
groups  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Hillman  included  reed  and  raffia  work,  reed 
baskets,  block  printing,  leathercraft,  knitting,  crocheting,  and  crayon  art  work.

Red  Cross  Learn-To-Swim  Campaign — 300  Boys  and  Girls  received  in- 
struction and  97  boys  and  girls  were  taught  to  swim  and  received  Beginners’  pins. 

The  Annual  Field  Day  was  held  during  the  final  week  as  usual,  with  an  all- 
day program  of  sporting  events  which  were  attended  by  a capacity  crowd. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Anderson  I personally  supervised  two  extra  weeks 
at  the  wading  pool.  The  attendance  during  the  afternoon  periods  held  up  very 
well,  although  it  did  not  compare  with  the  same  period  during  the  regular  season. 
The  morning  periods  attracted  only  a very  few.  My  observations  led  me  to 
conclude  that  it  was  a mistake  to  keep  the  pool  open  after  the  close  of  regular 
activities.  The  children  have  had  enough  following  the  completion  of  the  seventh 
week,  and  are  satisfied. 

My  thanks  are  extended  to  the  Park  Commissioners  for  their  cooperation, 
and  especially  to  Park  Superintendent  John  Anderson  and  his  men,  who  have 
worked  many  extra  hours  that  the  children  might  have  the  right  conditions 
under  which  to  play.  This  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  has  always  been  true  of 
Mr.  Anderson  during  my  many  years  of  service  at  Capron  Park. 

To  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Lions  Club  and  the  Rotary  Club,  who 
provided  free  transportation  for  the  playground  boys  to  Boston,  I also  wish  to 
extend  my  sincere  thanks.

REMARKS 

Crime  is  at  a minimum  in  our  city  and  this  is  due  in  a large  measure  to  the 
way  the  Officers  perform  their  duty. 

Homes  have  been  checked  day  and  night  where  the  occupants  have  been 
away,  and  in  no  instance  has  there  been  a break  in  the  homes  that  have  been 
checked. 

The  registration  of  bicycles  has  cut  down  the  theft  of  bicycles  90%.

Our  accident  rate  for  the  year  was  better  than  the  previous  year  showing 
28  less  accidents  and  17  less  persons  injured  and  three  fatal  accidents  as  compared 
with  four  for  the  previous  year.  This  reduction  in  accidents  is  due  to  the  splendid 
work  of  our  Motor  Patrols. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

I recommend  that  we  increase  our  department  in  number  with  five  regular 
patrolmen  and  as  soon  as  possible  at  least  two  cruisers  with  two-way  radio  sets. 
As  we  all  know  that  the  territory  we  have  to  cover  is  a large  one  and  we  need  to  be 
in  as  close  contact  with  our  officers  as  possible.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen : 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  City  Forester  for  the  year  ending 
Eecember  31,  1637. 

A large  number  of  shade  trees  were  bolted  and  tied  with  wire  to  prevent 
them  from  breaking  in  high  wind  storms. 

Deadwood  was  removed  from  shade  trees  in  all  parts  of  the  city. 

Brush  cutting  and  trimming  of  standing  wood  was  done  by  W.  P.  A.  men 
on  watershed  at  the  pumping  station. 

Some  roadside  brush  was  cut;  special  attention  being  given  to  bad  curves 
and  corners. 

Gypsy  moth  eggs  were  creosoted  in  the  residental  sections  and  on  shade 
trees  by  regular  crew,  and  in  the  country  by  W.  P.  A.  men. 

Elm  trees  were  sprayed  to  protect  them  from  the  ravages  of  canker  worm 
and  elm  leaf  beetles  that  appeared  in  large  numbers. 

Spraying  was  done  to  prevent  spread  of  gypsy  moths  but  was  greatly  handi- 
capped by  small  sprayer. 

I recommend  again  that  a large  spray  pump  be  purchased  for  use  in  the 
Forestry  Depatrment.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen: 

I hereby  respectfully  submit  the  twenty-third  annual  report  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  of  the  City  of  Attleboro,  Massachusetts,  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1937, 

During  the  year  considerable  construction  has  been  completed  under  City, 
W.  P,  A.,  Contract  and  Chapter  90  work.  The  work  has  included  the  various 
phases  of . construction  such  as:  roads,  surface  drains,  sewerage,  water  supply, 
sidewalks  and  curbing,  renovation  of  the  pumping  station  and  installation  of  new 
equipment  at  the  pumping  station, 

A number  of  W.  P.  A.  projects  were  completed  during  the  year  which  are  of 
permanent  improvement  to  the  City,  particularly  the  sidewalks  and  curbing 
construction  which  I recommend  to  be  carried  on  as  long  as  the  public  applies 
for  same.  Under  the  W.  P.  A.  program  all  types  of  construction  were  included 
with  the  work  being  done  in  various  parts  of  the  City. 


I have  a number  of  recommendations  to  make  in  connection  with  construc- 
tion, facilities  and  equipment;  these  will  be  taken  up  in  the  following  paragraphs 
under  the  separate  divisions  of  the  Public  Works  Department. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  full  appreciation  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor, 
Members  of  the  City  Council  and  every  employee  of  this  department.

MEMORIAL  BRIDGE,  NORTH  MAIN  STREET 
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HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

There  were  three  major  projects  during  the  past  year  for  the  improvement 
of  our  road  system.  The  first  was  the  reconstruction  of  South  Ave.  from  Thacher 
St.  to  West  St.,  including  surface  drainage,  which  was  constructed  in  conjunction 
with  State  and  County  under  Chapter  90  Highways,  under  contract  with  John 
Deveney  Co.  of  Jamaica  Plain,  Massachusetts.  This  stretch  of  highway  has  for 
years  been  a source  of  trouble  and  expense  due  to  the  lack  of  proper  surface  and 
sub-drainage  coupled  with  heavy  traffic  loads  on  a light  type  pavement  causing 
it  to  heave  and  break  up,  particularly  in  the  spring  of  the  year.  The  new  pave- 
ment is  thirty  feet  wide  of  7”  stone  penetration  macadam  pavement  with  adequate 
surface  and  sub-drainage  construction.  This  construction  was  carried  out  under 
two  contracts  with  the  above-named  concern. 

The  second  major  project  was  the  widening  of  North  Main  Street  from 
Elizabeth  Street  to  W est  Street  and  the  reconstruction  of  the  pavement  from 
Elizabeth  Street  to  Holden  Street  under  contract  with  John  Deveney  Co., 
Jamaica  Plain,  Mass.  The  new  pavement  is  of  7”  stone  penetration  macadam 
2,214  feet  in  length  and  varying  in  width  from  38  feet  to  30  feet;  granolithic  walks 
were  placed  nearly  the  entire  length  on  both  sides  and  granite  curbing  was  placed 
wherever  necessary ; surface  drainage  was  placed  from  k lizabeth  Street  to  Lincoln 
Avenue,  also  reloca^tions  of  sewer  and  water  lines.  Several  land  takings  were  made 
for  the  widening  of  the  street  between  Elizabeth  Street  and  West  Street,  also 
takings  were  made  for  round  corners  at  the  south  corner  of  Lincoln  Avenue  and 
both  corners  at  Payson  Street.  This  project  which  had  been  under  consideration 
for  several  years  is  in  line  with  the  improvements  which  have  been  made  by  the 
State  northerly  and  relieves  the  congestion  which  occurred  at  the  old  bridge  over 
Bungay  River.  The  final  payment  on  this  contract  was  $25,238.24. 

The  third  major  project  was  the  removal  of  the  old  and  construction  of  a 
new  bridge  over  Bungay  River  at  North  Main  Street. 

The  construction  of  this  bridge  was  made  possible  through  the  generosity 
of  Florence  Hayward  Sweet  who  donated  the  bridge  to  the  City  of  Attleboro 
as  a memorial.  The  dedication  of  this  Memorial  Bridge  took  place  on  Armistice 
Day  of  1937  amid  impressive  ceremonies. 

The  bridge  is  a beautiful  reenforced  concrete  structure  with  seamed-faced 
granite  walls  and  arches,  a flag  pole  with  a bronze  base  on  which  is  “inscribed  the 
names  of  those  thirty-six  who  gave  their  lives  to  uphold  our  Nation’s  honor,” 
and  also  a bronze  memorial  tablet  honoring  all  from  Attleboro  who  served  our 
country  in  the  W orld  W ar. 

This  department  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Sweet  for  pro- 
viding not  only  a distinctive  memorial  bridge,  but  in  providing  a structure  for 
the  safety  of  the  public  who  use  this  highway. 

The  \V.  P.  A.  granolithic  sidewalks  and  granite  curbing  project  which  was 
begun  late  in  193b  was  opened  again  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  continued 
until  freezing  weather  when  it  was  closed  untM  the  spring.  A large  part  of  the  proj- 
ect is  now  completed  and  the  project  has  proven  to  be  popular  with  the  public  as 
well  as  a definite  improvement  to  the  city.  Efforts  are  now  being  made  to  extend 
this  work  when  the  present  project  has  been  completed. 

A W.  P.  A.  project  was  operated  during  the  year  for  the  cleaning  of  the  Ten 
Mile  River  through  the  business  district.*  Debris  was  removed  and  silt  excavated 
from  the  channel. 

In  addition  to  the  above  projects  there  was  a great  deal  of  work  completed 
by  city  forces  and  W.  P.  A.  projects  in  road  construction,  drainage  and  other 
work  throughout  the  city. 
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The  maintenance  work  on  roads,  drains,  sewers,  etc.,  has  been  carried  on 
throughout  the  year  using  the  funds  allotted  to  each  item  to  the  best  advahtage. 
In  general  the  amounts  allotted  to  the  various  maintenance  accounts  were  too 
small  to  provide  extensive  work  and  consequently  only  the  most  pressing  needs 
could  be  taken  care  of.  There  are  several  accounts,  however,  where  the  amounts 
allotted  are  inadequate  for  even  the  minimum  work  which  must  be  done.  These 
accounts  are  listed  in  the  following  paragraphs* 

The  Sewer  Filter  Beds  account  received  in  the  budget  $2,000.00  for  the  year 
1937  to  take  care  of  expenditures  for  the  maintenance  and  care  of  the  filter  beds 
which  have  an  area  of  sixteen  acres.  From  the  amount  just  given  must  be  paid 
the  salary  of  the  caretaker  which  is  $1,352.00  a year.  This  leaves  a balance  of 
$648.00,  which  means  that  $40.50  per  acre  of  filtration  area  per  year  must  take 
care  of  the  necessary  removal  of  sludge  and  cleaning  which  each  bed  must  have  if 
it  is  to  function.  After  one  of  these  filter  beds  has  been  in  operation  for  not  over 
six  months  it  is  closed.  Then  follows  a period  when  the  sludge  which  has  ac- 
cumulated over  its  entire  surface  is  left  to  dry  out  sufficiently  to  facilitate  re- 
moval. After  this  dryout  process  is  completed  the  sludge  is  loaded  on  to  trucks 
and  removed.  The  beds  are  then  raked  thoroughly  and  graded  to  permit  proper 
filtration  when  the  bed  is  reopened  for  use.  \\  ith  an  allotment  of  $40.50  per  year 
per  acre  it  can  readily  be  seen  that  the  above  amount  is  not  sufficient  for  even 
this  minimum  cleaning  which  has  just  been  outlined  briefly. 

In  the  Sewer  Maintenance  Account  there  was  no  allotment  made  in  the  1937 
budget.  We  have  approximately  38  miles  of  sewer  lines  to  maintain  in  the 
sewer  system.  Quite  frequently  during  the  year  sewer  lines  will  clog  for  various 
reasons,  and  when  this  occurs  a crew  must  be  sent  out  to  clean  the  line.  This 
operation  quite  often  requires  considerable  time  and  expense  as  the  cause  of 
clogging  may  be  difficult  to  remove.  Also,  there  is  always  the  possibility  of 
sewer  lines  being  broken,  in  which  case  the  line  must  be  excavated  and  the  pipe 
replaced.  A repair  of  this  kind  may  run  into  a large  amount  as  some  of  the  sewer 
lines  are  at  varying  depths  up  to  25  feet  under  ground. 

Finally  there  should  be  systematic  flushing  of  sewers  every  year  to  prevent 
clogging  or  interference  to  the  flow  of  the  sewage.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
the  sewer  system  operates  by  gravity  flow  and  therefore  has  no  pressure  in  itself 
to  force  out  clogging  conditions  or  impediments  to  the  normal  flow. 

I wish  to  repeat  a recommendation  I have  made  in  a previous  report  which  is 
the  repair  of  the  elevated  concrete  main  line  sewerage  conduit  in  Hebronville, 
The  expansion  joints  in  this  structure  have  been  leaking  for  some  time  and 
during  the  year  the  most  serious  leak  was  temporarily  repaired.  Should  any- 
thing occur  to  this  line  to  prevent  its  proper  functioning  the  sewage  from  the 
entire  city  would  have  to  be  cared  for  temporarily  which  would  develop  serious 
consequences. 

The  account  for  the  maintenance  of  surface  drains  for  1937  was  $1,700.00, 
this  amount  to  be  used  in  the  maintaining  of  all  drainage  pipe  lines  and  the  large 
number  of  catch  basins  distributed  throughout  the  city.  The  purpose  of  surface 
drains  is  to  remove  excess  water  from  the  streets  through  catch  basins  and  pipe 
lines  and  the  result  of  no  drainage  or  poor  drainage  is  flooded  streets  and  damage 
to  the  roadways  and  property.  In  order  to  eliminate  any  such  conditions  it  is 
necessary  to  clean  thoroughly  during  the  year  every  catch  basin  and  any  clogged 
pipe  lines.  The  catch  basins  particularly  retain  much  dirt  and  debris  which  is 
washed  into  them  and  it  is  necessary  to  send  men  into  the  basins  and  excavate  the 
collected  material  thereby  preventing ’impaired  drainage.  The  amount  which 
has  been  allotted  for  this  work  is  not  sufficient  to  do  this  required  work  and 
maintain  the  efficiency  of  the  drainage  system. 

The  account  for  Street  Sweeping  had  an  allotment  of  $800.00  in  the  budget 
of  1937.  The  mileage  of  streets  which  can  be  maintained  throughout  the  year 
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with  this  appropriation  is  very  small,  much  less  than  the  mileage  cared  for  several 
years  ago.  The  purchase  of  a mechanical  street  sweeper  with  a full  time  operator 
would  increase  the  annual  appropriation  only  a small  amount  if  spread  over  a 
period  of  years,  but  would  increase  the  mileage  which  could  be  maintained  several 
times  over  that  which  it  is  possible  to  maintain  at  the  present  time.  The  present 
method  is  obsolete,  costly  and  much  too  limited  for  the  present  needs. 

During  the  year  only  one  piece  of  equipment  was  purchased  for  the  P^ighway 
Department;  however,  it  is  a very  important  addition  to  this  department’s  equip- 
ment and  will  undoubtedly  save  the  city  much  time  and  money.  The  equip- 
ment purchased  was  a Lorain  Model  No.  30  one-half  cubic  yard  gasoline-powered 
shovel. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Equipment 

Below  is  listed  new  equipment  which  I recommend  to  be  purchased  to  replace 
old  equipment  or  as  additions  to  our  present  equipment  to  facilitate  construction 
and  lower  the  unit  costs  for  construction. 

1.  Bulldozer — This  is  an  independent  power  unit  for  use  in  grading  opera- 
tions, eliminating  a great  deal  of  hand  work  and  reducing  the  time  for  construction 
materially. 

2.  The  purchase  of  three  trucks  with  capacities  of  from  two  to  four  cubic 
yards,  to  replace  old  worn-out  equipment. 

3.  One  twelve-ton  Gasoline  Roller  to  replace  a Steam  Roller  which  is 
twenty-two  years  old. 

4.  One  small  Tandem  Roller  for  use  in  patching  and  sidewalk  work. 

5.  Mechanical  Rotary  Sweeper — I have  already  dealt  with  the  importance 
of  obtaining  this  piece  of  equipment  for  use  in  street  sweeping. 

6.  Road  Drag — This  piece  of  equipment  is  exceptionally  valuable  for  road 
construction  purposes  and  is  not  an  expensive  purchase. 

7.  Screening  Plant — Using  as  much  road  material  as  we  do  it  would  be 
advantageous  to  the  city  to  obtain  this  equipment  for  use  in  the  gravel  pit  for 
grading  stone,  gravel  and  sand.  A great  deal  of  material  which  we  now  purchase 
or  must  laboriously  produce  at  our  gravel  pits  could  be  produced  more  efficiently 
and  at  a lower  cost  with  our  own  screening  plant. 

8.  Three  portable  sidewalk  plowing  units — The  use  of  horses  for  sidewalk 
plowing  is  impractical  and  uncertain.  These  units  are  not  expensive  and  can  be 
transported  quickly  by  trucks  to  any  point  desired.  They  are  economical  and 
efficient  in  operation  and  they  do  an  excellent  job.  A demonstration  was  made 
last  year  in  over  fifteen  inches  of  snow  with  this  machine  and  it  accomplished  a 
very  satisfactory  job. 

Improvements 

For  a number  of  years  Highland  Avenue  from  Washington  Street  to  the 
State  line  has  been  in  poor  condition  in  regard  to  both  pavement  and  surface 
drainage.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  highway  is  a connecting  link  between 
state  highways  in  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island  it  seems  advisable  that  steps 
be  taken  to  ascertain  if  the  reconstruction  could  be  undertaken  under  Chapter  90 
work.  In  any  case  I recommend  that  some  action  be  taken  in  the  near  future 
for  the  improvement  of  this  highway  which  would  include  pavement  construction, 
surface  drainage  from  Newport  Avenue  to  the  State  line  and  water  pipe  in- 
stallation up  to  Robinson  Avenue. 
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A project  has  been  submitted  to  the  W.  P.  A.  for  the  renovation  of  the 
garages  at  the  \^  all  Street  yard  and  for  the  construction  of  open  sheds.  It  is 
probable  that  this  work  will  start  sometime  during  the  coming  year. 

There  are  no  provisions  made  for  establishing  the  water  department  at  the 
Wall  Street  yard  at  the  present  time,  and  it  is  my  recommendation  that  plans  be 
made  for  additions  to  the  present  brick  garage  to  house  the  water  department.

Recommendations;  During  the  year  a recommendation  was  made  to  the 
^'ayor  and  Municipal  Council  that  immediate  steps  be  made  to  repair  the  stand- 
pipe due  to  large  cracks  appearing  in  the  brick  wall  running  from  the  top  down  25 
to  30  feet  or  more.  Pefore  any  work  had  begun  large  sections  of  this  brick  wall 
collapsed.  Subsequently  studies  were  made  and  a contract  was  made  with  the 
H.  E.  Smith  Company  of  Poston,  A'ass.,  to  remove  the  brick  wall  from  the  top 
to  a point  approximately  50  feet  down  and  capped  with  concrete.  This  work 
was  done  as  a temporary  measure  with  permanent  work  to  be  decided  upon  at  a 
later  date. 

I recommend  that  steps  be  taken  to  make  permanent  repairs  to  the  standpipe 
which  should  include  water-proofing  of  the  inside  of  the  tank.  Should  any 
thing  occur  which  would  necessitate  closing  the  tank  for  use  it  would  mean  that 
continuous  pumping  would  be  necessary  to  furnish  the  city  its  water  supply. 
I’his  condition  would  increase  costs  in  this  department  tremendously. 

This  department  has  spent  some  time  in  investigating  the  economic  and 
physical  advantages  of  the  construction  of  a second  standpipe  with  a capacity 
equal  to  that  of  the  present  tank  and  feels  convinced  that  if  a P,  W.  A.  project 
could  be  obtained  for  the  construction,  the  saving,  because  of  reduced  costs  of 
pumping,  etc,,  would  over  a period  of  years  pay  the  city’s  share  of  said  construc- 
tion. If  for  any  reason  the  present  standpipe  should  be  temporarily  closed, 

f)umping  of  the  city  water  supply  would  have  to  be  continuous  with  an  attendant 
arge  increase  in  costs.  Because  of  the  many  years  the  standpipe  has  been  in 
continuous  use,  it  should  be  anticipated  that  repairs  will  have  to  be  made  in  the 
near  future  requiring  a temporary  closing  of  the  tank.  With  these  facts  before 
us  I feel  confident  the  recommended  construction  with  a cost  of  approximately 
175,000  would  be  an  investment  which  would  return  much  material  gain. 

I 'recommend  that  an  additional  12”  water  line  be  constructed  from  the 
pumping  station  to  Highland  Avenue.  The  condition  which  exists  here  at  the 
present  time  should  not  be  overlooked  for  should  anything  occur  in  the  existing 
single  line  to  close  the  supply  the  entire  south  end  of  the  city  would  riot  have  any 
water  supply.  The  Construction  of  a dual  line  would  eliminate  this  hazardous 
condition. 

I recommend  a 10”  water  line  be  placed  on  Locust  Street  from  South  Main 
Street  to  Oak  Hill  Avenue,  then  down  Oak  Hill  Avenue,  with  an  8”  line  to  meet 
the  present  8”  line  near  the  Bristol  County  Hospital.  This  construction  would 
provide  a circulatory  system  for  this  area.  At  the  present  time  only  a single 
line  supplies  this  area. 

On  Pleasant  Street  there  is  only  one  water  main  of  6”  pipe  which  runs  as  far 
as  Richardson  Avenue.  There  is  a petition  in  calling  for  an  extension  of  the  water 
main  to  the  Norton  line. 

V e also  anticipate  that  there  will  be  further  petitions  for  main  line  extensions 
running  off  the  Pleasant  Street  main.  These  conditions  make  it  imperative 
that  an  additional  water  main  of  8”  pipe  be  placed  to  supplement  the  supply  on 
Pleasant  Street.  This  supplementary  line  will  begin  on  Field  Road  near  Forest 
Street,  then  continue  to  Gustin  Avenue,  then  along  Gustin  Avenue  to  Horton 
Street,  then  along  Horton  Street  to  Perry  Avenue,  then  along  Perry  Avenue  to 
Pleasant  Street,  then  along  Pleasant  Street  to  a point  just  beyond  Richardson 
Avenue.  From  this  point  to  the  Norton  line  a 10”  line  should  be  placed.  I 
recommend  that  this  construction  be  completed  as  soon  as  possible  in  order  that 
the  various  applications  for  extensions  may  be  properly  taken  care  of. 

Equipment 

1 recommend  that  the  1928  Reo  Truck  be  turned  in  and  a new  truck  pur- 
chased of  the  same  capacity  and  a body  model  designed  to  carry  tools  and 
accessories  for  repair  work.

PUMPING  STATION 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a W.  P.  A.  project  was  begun  at  the  pumping 
station  for  complete  renovation  inside  and  out.  This  work  was  badly  needed 
as  it  had  been  many  years  since  any  painting  or  renovating  work  had  been  done 
in  the  pumping  station.  The  project  was  completed  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  building  which  was  started  in  December  of  1936  for  use  in  the  aeration 
and  treating  of  the  city  water  supply  was  completed  early  in  the  year,  operation 
was  begun,  and  very  satisfactory  results  have  been  attained.  This  installation 
has  made  possible  an  important  controlling  medium  in  our  water  supply  system. 

In  this  building  has  been  installed  two  Wallace  and  Tiernan  dry  feeders 
which  are  used  for  the  introduction  of  hydrated  lime  to  the  water  supply.  There 
has  also  been  installed  a unit  for  aeration  of  the  water  supply.  Both  of  these 
installation  have  proven  very  satisfactory  in  improving  the  quality  of  the  water 
supply. 

After  thorough  studies  had  been  made  it  was  finally  decided  to  remove  both 
the  old  Deane  Pump  which  was  installed  in  1893  and  the  Barr  Pump  which  was 
installed  in  1899.  Both  of  these  units  were  obsolete  and  of  little  dependable 
value.  As  part  of  a program  for  installation  of  complete  and  adequate  pumping 
facilities  for  the  city’s  water  supply  an  electrically-operated  pump  was  installed. 

The  electrically  operated  pump  which  was  installed  is  a Dayton-Dowd  pump, 
with  a rated  capacity  of  3.6  million  gallons  per  day.  The  electric  motor  and 
control  board  used  for  this  installation  was  obtained  from  the  West  Mansfield 
Pumping  Station  of  our  Wading  River  supply.  At  the  West  Mansfield  Station 
there  remains  a gasoline-powered  unit  for  use  in  pumping  any  supply  which  might 
be  necessary  for  an  emergency. 

During  the  summer  months  the  filter  basin  area  was  thoroughly  cleaned. 
It  is  very  important  that  this  work  be  done  every  year  to  facilitate  the  process  of 
filtration  which  is  vital  to  our  water  supply  system. 

Projects  have  been  submitted  to  the  W.  P.  A.  authorities  for  improvement 
around  the  pumping  station,  and  also  around  the  newly  constructed  gravel- 
packed  wells.  Considerable  work  can  be  done  in  this  area  to  benefit  the  system.
